Food Famine Danger Averted— 
Wireless Crippled—Mayor At- 
tacks Receiver Hedges. 


Though the snow ceased and the sun 
shone yesterday, New York City was 
atill so far from breaking. the blockade 
of its streets and its surface transporta- 
tion systems, which has brought busi- 
ness near to a standstiil and threatened 
the health of the. community, that 
further extraordinary measures were de-. 
cided upon jast night.

Business men, 
unable to ride in street cars and know- 
ing that the subways and elevated lines 
were congested t>’ what Health Commis- 
gionéer Copeland had described as a 
danger point, perforce used their cars 
to reach their stores and offices.

FIVESAFES ROBBED 
BELOW ‘DEAD LINE’ 


Two More Burglaries Since 
Wednesday Are Revealed: in 
Financial District. 


TOTAL LOSS. IS $113,000 


Latest Thefts in Adams Express 
Building--One Corporation Out 
$14,500, Another $17,100.

Two more safe robberies were uncov- 
ered in offices in the financial district 
yesterday, making four such burglaries 
that have been committed below ~ the 


famous police ‘‘dead line’’ since 
-Wednesddy last. In each instance the 
safe was opened by an expert of, the 
“Jimmy Valentine’ type, although the 
safe in the last robbery yesterday was 
opened with the aid of the combina- 
tion numbers which the burglar or bur- 
glars found in a desk that had been 
** Jimmied.”” 

Altogether five safes are known to-haye: 
been rokbed between Wednesday~night 
and® Friday morning, with a total loss 
‘Lof: approximately $113,000 in securities, 
including Liberty, bonds, and cash- In 
three of the robberies a safe expert, be- 
Heved' by the police to be the head of 
the band of criminals operating in the 
Wall Street district, manipulated the 
tombinations of the safes by listening 
to the fall of the ttimblers, as well, it 
is believed, as by sense of touch. 

So deliberate were the thieves-in their 
work, however, that half a dozen de- 
tectives working on the robberies under 
Detective Sergeant James Gegan of the 
Loft and Bond Squad have-been unable 
to find any finger prints onthe safes, 
desks, and doors in the’ offices which 
1. ‘ght lead to the identity of the -bur- 
glars. 

A singular thing connected with the 
robberies, it was learned yesterday, was 
the delay of three of the victims to re- 
port the burglaries to the police. In the 
two. robberies*discovered Thursday and 
Friday the police knew nothing abeut 
them until they received information 
from reporters. ; 


Two Safes in Office Opened. 


The first robbery revealed: yesterday 
was that in the, office of the Interna- 
tional. Agricultural Corporation on the 
thirtieth floof of the Adams Expréss 
Company Building, 61 Broadway. The 
robbers are believed to have opened two 
safes in the office some time between 
Thursday evening. and, Friday noon, 
after they had ‘‘jimmied’’ the steel 
door leading to the outer office. The 
office also is occupied by the Prairie 
Pebble Phosphate .Company and . the 
Florida Mining Company.’ ? 

John_R. .Floyd, manager of the agri- 
cultu ncern, told the detectives that 
when he reached his. office yesterday 
forenoon he noticed.a bundle of papers, 
which he was certain he had placed in 
one of the safes the night before, lying 
on top of his desk.. He questioned sev- 
eral” of the ‘employes, because he was 
‘the only person in his office who knew 
the combinations of the two safes. 

All of them -declared they knew noth- 
ing about the transference of the papers. 
He then tried both. safes and found them 
locked. Opening the smaller one, he 
noticed that. doors of- three compart- 
ments had been scratehed.

FIVE APPROVED RESERVATIONS 


Text of Thosé Which Wilson Ex- 
pressly Accepts. 

Here is the resdlution of ratification, 
with five reservations of an interpré- 
tative character, proposéd by Senator 
Hitchcock as a substitute for the Lodge 
programme, whith the President is will- 
ing to. accept:

LONDON, Feb. 7.—8it Auckland 
Geddes, President of the Board of 
Trade, has given an interview to The 
Daily Télegraph on the ‘subject of. for- 
elgn, exchanges and the outlook for 
British trade... Getides, who stiggested 
that Kis staternent nitght have the ef- 
fect of ‘‘allaying the fears of pessli- 
iuctets,’’ first referred to the strain re- 
-eentty imposed .on Ameritan exchange, 
saying: 

“In late Autumn and early in the 
yeaf Américan exports to this cotintry 
always are above the average. This is 
caused by our purchases of cotton, to- 
bacco and Wheat. Ih Decernbér last we 
imported £23,000,000 worth of raw cotton 
or one-fifth of our whole imports for the 
year. This cotton has to be paid for 
and the result is a temporary stringency: 

“Further, London exchange on New 
York undoubtedly has been used to a 
stibstantial extent by the continent of 
Burope. A quantity of dollars on which 


‘we had a claim has been acquired from 


us by other cotuntries by the sales of 
securities in this country and in other 
ways in order tw furnish them with the 
means of purchasing the necessary sup- 
plies from America. 

“The disadvantage of having Amer- 
lean exchahge unduly depressed is 
that our imports from Amefica cost 
more than they ought to. and it. hap- 
péns that # very large proportion of the 
goods which we obtaih from America 
are vitally necessary, so.that there is 


no escape from this burden. 

‘But it should. not be forgotten that

our recovery by powerfully stimulatin:

LONDON, Feb. 7:—American marines 
at Vladivostok intervened when Japa- 
nese soldiers attempted to prevent revo- 
lutionary troops from capturing General 
Rozanov,* Russian. Governor, General, 
when the city was taken by the Reds, 
according to a Vladivostok dispatch to 
The Mail. _ The message, which , was 
dated Sunday, stated that General Ro- 
zanov finally escaped and took refuge 
on a Japanese cruiser in the harbor.

There s¢ems to bé a great demand 
these days for star sluggers. There 
fe no doubt of their value to a team, 
and a man who can rap out a home 
run frequently furnishes the fans with 
the most spectacular play in the game. 

But from the point of view of win- 
ning contests, my experience has taught 
me to prefer an aggregation of good 
base runners to a batting ordér of hard 
hitters. I believe the former can do 
more té“help-a-piteher win games. 

Speed is one of the most important 
élements of baseball. This doesn’t mean 
simply. the ability to run fast. Many 
sprinters are not excéptional base run- 
ners. Speed means that a man must 
start, act and run fast, but, above all, 
think fast. 

Harry McCormick, once left fielder on 
the Giants, was a sprinter in college 
before he took up baseball, but he was 
not a good base runner—at least not 
exceptional—because of his inability to 
start fast from the positions in which 
he found himself on bases. 

When a man is pitching for a team 
of base runners he knows that every 
time a player with a reputation for 
stealing bases gets on the bags, with 
half a chance, he is pretty sure to score 
a run.

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BALL MAKES PUBLIC 
A JOHNSON LETTER 


Owner of St. Louis Browns 
Would Explain Latest Tangle 
in Baseball Controversy.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., 
Phil Ball of the St. Louis Americans al- 
lowed a letter from President Johnson 
of the Américan League to be made 
public here today, which, he claims, 
throws an entirely different light on the 
excerpt of the letter which the New 
York American League Club owners 
have mentioned in their petition charg- 
ing Johnson with conspiring to run them 
out of baseball. 

The excerpt of the Johnson letter 
quoted by Messrs. Ruppert and Huston 
of the New York Americans said:

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TO SAVE COMPANION 


Prisoner, Condemned for Killing 
Keeper, Says Man Convicted 
"with Him Is Innocent.

OSSINING, Feb. 7.—Leo Jankowski, 

in Sing Sing Prison’s deathhouse, con- 
victed of slaying John Gunther, a prison 
guard, has just made a statement, it 
was learned today, exculpating Walter 
Levandowski, another deathhouse pris- 
oner found guilty with him o fthe same 
crime. In a written statement Jankow- 
ski takes all the blame. 


The two condemned meén were prison-| 


ers in Clinton Prison at. Dannemora. 
Jankowski plotted to escape. While do- 
ing the work of ‘‘ trusties’’ the two, ac- 
cording to the prosecution, struck down 
Gunther and then cut the prison bars 
in their effort to escape. Another guard 
who went to the ald of Gunther was 
badly wounded. Jankowski and Levan- 
dowski both were convicted and arrived 
at Sing Sing three weeks ago to await 
execution. ‘ 

Jankowski no wasserts that Levan- 
dowski had no part in attacking the 
guards. _ The murderer, in his statement 
made in the presence of two prison offi- 
clals, says.that he struck down Gunther 
with a blow on the head with a piece of 
heavy pipe. -Then he took a knife and 
cut his throat. 

Still brandishing the knife, he states, 
he ordered Levandowski to escape with 
him. Levandowski, he says, refused to 
go. Then, Jankowski alleges, he shook 
the knife in a menacing manner at Lev+ 
andowski and told him to cut the prison 
bars or he would kill him. . 

Levandowski, cowed by the knife, went 
to work on the bars, In the meanwhile 
Jankowski stood guard and waited to 


cut down. ip gy keeper who tried to 
interfere. en the second keeper ap- 
eared Jankowski attacked him, but the 
eeper Was too quick and powerful for 
him and Jankowski was captured. 
Jankowski asserts that his conscience 
has troubled him because Levandowski 
has been sentenced to die for a crime of 
which he is entirely innocent. His state- 
ment is to be given to the counsel for 
the two alleged slayers and the District 
Attorney of rata County, who prose- 
cuted the case

But before the war there were 
other sources of employment, and in- 
come that counted a great deal on the 
eredit side of the ledger. A‘big item, 
of course, was sea-borne commerce, 
which not only brought large revenues 
through freights, but.also made Him- 
burg ‘the great transshipping point of 
the European Continent. With the 
parceling out of German ships among 
the ‘victorious Allies much o e in- 
come which formerly came from their 
use has been lost, and several Scandi- 
navian’ cities are making inroads on 
the trade which formerly went through 
Hamburg. As against this, however, 
the Germans are seeking to overcome 
their lack of seagoing shipping by 
chartering boats of other near-by na- 
tions. This is in order to keep intact 
their shipping organizations and pro- 
vide'-employment for their trained 
merchant sailors.. Recently, too, there 
has been a revival of the German in- 
surance and re-insurance business, 
especially as- regards the marine end 
of it. This used to be very profitable, 
and not only because of the premiums 
obtained. As it was conducted in ante- 
bellum times, it was part of the.Ger- 
man ‘‘ peaceful penétration. ’’ scheme, 
besides being a source’ of information 
to the military intelligence branch of 
the -Government. Copies of ships’ 
manifests obtained by German re-in 
surance. agents were. sent to Berlin. 
This gave information to the traders 
there of the ‘kinds of goods shipped to 
various places, the consignors, con- 
signees, &c. “Whether this is to-be a 


part of the new régime or not remains 
to be seen.

Unless the New York clothing market 
shows considerable improvement in its 
methods and regains its supremacy as a 
producer of better values, in the opinion 
of a leading retail buyer. and store 
owner,’ there’ will be further losses of 
trade to other markets. In his criticism 
of New York methods this retail repre- 
sentative stated the main trouble was a 
lack of a definite policy by many of the 
local wholesalers. These houses, he said, 
have been too prone to ‘‘ trade on con- 
ditions,’ by which he meant the manu-

He 
explained that many of the manufac- 
turers here lave yet to learn. the im-- 
portance of service in the conduct of 
modern business. 

A manufacturer, who was given the 
opportunity of answering the arguments 
advanced by this retailer, declared that 
many of the’sins of the New York 
“wholesalers were forced on them by ab- 
normal conditions during the last year. 
He predicted. that, once the critical 
period is at an end, buyers who have 
dropped this market temporarily will

those who once could only afford the 
cheapest clothing can now buy the best, 
and those who were accustomed to the 
best now try to come as close to the 
best as possible on their insufficient 
earnings. Thus it I be seen that 
there is little room for cheap ciothing 
which shows its ch ness,in poor ma- 
terials and very inferidr workmanship. 
“There may’ come a time,’’ he-con- 
tinued, ‘‘ when conditions, returning to 
normal. in the clothing. business; will 
force a return to old conditions. “‘E do 
not think, however, that ‘the’: preserit 
high standards will be lowered to any 
great extent. The majority of men, 
having learned t6 wear better clothing, 
will continue to buy the better grades. 
Consequently, even when New York is 
once more able to recruit its labor sup- 
ply through the raising of the immigra- 
tion ‘bars and.so to make cheaper cloth- 
ing, the clothing- manufacturers in that 
market wi.l' probably find the former 
demand for their product is lacking, at 
least in this ntry. Something may

s stronger in the ew York market 
than in-any other I have found in my 
experience.

‘““There is a’ good deal of difference 
these days between a business man and 
a trader.

RAW SILK MARKETS. 
They - Are Quieting Down, with 


Prices Lower at Yokohama... 


The. Japanese «raw, silk market has 
quieted down considerably. Both buyers 
and sellers are indifferent: at the pres- 
ent time, as, owing to the break in the 
cable between San Francisco and Guam, 
there is very little communication pbe- 
tween this city and.Yokohama. The 
last cable received here. by A. P. Villa 
& Brothers, Inc., stated that the market 
had eased off a little and that Sinshiu 
No. 1 could probably be bought at 3,850 
yen per picul. This quotation, however, 
was entirely nominal. The yisible stock 
at Yokohama is now estimated at 9,000 
bales. 

Canton. also reports a more quiet 
market, but one that is very strong. 
Quotations ‘are higher there on account 
of the advance in silver exchange. The 
Shanghai market is unchanged for ali 
grades of silks, and the activity which 
was reported in that market recently 
has. subsided.  Reelers are very firm 
in their pretensions, and it looks as if 
higher prices will prevail there for some 
time to come. 

Owing to.the drop in exchange, it has 
been necessary at Milan to advance the 
lire prices for Italian silks,-and silks for 
single weaving are now held at 600 lire. 
This is an advance of 50 lire per. kilo 
since a week ago. st of the buying 
being done there is *for-European con- 
sumption. In the local market manu- 
facturers are still very busy. They are 
not taking very much interest in raw 
silk prices at the present time, and 
will buy only what they. really need. This 
is. opverentiy done in the expéctation 
that the market will come. down’ a trifie 
more inthe near future.

The general 
direction of the recreational activities 
of the employes which take place in or_ 
on. sme properties comes within the 
scope Of the Department. of: Training, 
and it was an executive of this depart- 
ment who yesterday outlined. these 
activities. 

‘‘T should like to..make it clear to 
begin with,’’ she said, ‘‘.that the store 
had nothing to’ do-with the forming of 
the organizations which I am going to 
tell about, nor does it, except in a very 
general way, attempt to direct or censor 
their activities.

The bureau, which is now serving man- 
ufacturers in all cities where waists are 
made with information pertaining ‘to 
credits and trade abuses practiced by 
retailers, plans to encourage a more 
thorough co-operation between buyers 
and sellers of waists by eliminating, as 
much as possible, dealings with _ those 
retailers who still persist in. making un- 
warranted returns of merchandise and 
who practice other abuses which result 
in heavy,.losses to the wholesale trade, 
and which are not in keeping with the 


merchandising policies laid down by the 
Federal authorities.

THE FEDERAL PAYROLL. 

A resolution introduced i and ap- 
proved by the Chamber of erce of 
the State of New York ingtructs the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of that body to urge 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress from this part of the country to 
inquire into the number of ciyil employés 
now in the service of the Fedtral-Govern- 
ment at Washington. The purpose of 
the inquiry is commendable for two rea- 
sons. First, if it ascertains and reports 
that a large number of these employés 
are superfluous, it will recommend that 
the number be decreased, thereby effect- 
ing a notable and needed economy in 
Federal expenditures: Second, the re- 
lease of these office holders from their 
superfluous and unproductive employ- 


‘1 ment will add so many needed workers to 


productive pursuits.

ment service. In the course of the war 
their number rose to 4,500,000. Since 
the armistice was signed there has been 
a reduction of some 650,000. There are 
still about 850, 0,000 more than 
were deemed sufficient before the war.

HOW TO BE NOMINATED. 

It is futile to nominate Blank and 
Dash tickets for the consideration of a 
national convention. The latest effort 
of the kind, reported as coming from 
“several Democrats close to the Admin- 
istration,” proposes a McAdoo and 
Hoover ticket. It is a harmless parlor 
game to try to provide a whole ticket for 
nomination, but to do so presupposes an 
entire ignorance of the way in which 
candidates are nominated. The Vice 
Presidential candidate is chosen in a dif- 
ferent way from that in which the Presi- 
dential nominee is chosen, and pre-con- 
vention movements tying two names to- 


,gether have small chance of ratification 


by the delegates. 

The fight concentrates on the candi- 
dates for the Presidency. After that has 
been fought out and settled, the question 
immediately comes up, Who will best. sup- 
plement him,:or in other ways add 
strength to the ticket? There are candi- 
dates for the Vice Presidency, and some- 
times one of them is chosen. Fully as 
often the convention selects one of the 
defeated candidates for the Presidency, 
to placate his following. Not infrequent- 
ly it does neither, but picks somebody 
who has not been thought of for: the 
place, merely because of his strength in 
certain quarters where the Presidential 
candidate is pérhaps weak. Never does 
it take a ready-made ticket, arranged in 
advance. 

Vice President MARSHALL, for instance, 
was one-of the defeated candidates for 
the Presidential nomination. when Presi-. 
dent WitsoN was nominated:  TarTs. 
running mate was not a candidate either 
for President or Vice President, ‘but -was 
chosen because he was strong with the 
fiiténsely conservative Republican ele- 
ment—indeed, with the machine. 
ARTHUR was nominated for Vice Presi- 
dent for the reason that he belonged to a 
different faction from: that of which the 
Presidential nominee, GARFIELD, was & 
member, JOHN W. KERN was an active 
candidate for the Vice Presidency in 
1908, and was nominated; but in that 
case there was no fight, over the Presi- 
dency, and nothing but the Vice Presi- 
dency for which anybody could be a can- 
didate. The situation.is far different 
this year. 

If these Democrats want McApoo 
nominated for President, or Hoover for 
Vice President, they would do well to dis- 
sociate as speedily as possible the name 
of the man they really want from that 
of the other and make a contest for what- 
ever office they would like him to have. 
If they want one of the two nominated 
for Vice President, their best plan would 
be to try to have him nominated for 
President. Experience shows that that 
is the most likely way of nominating a 
Vice President, especially in a year 
crowded with candidates: But the way 
they are reported to have chosen is 
prejudicial to both candidates. 











BACK TO THE VICTORIAN. 

Professor Stuart P. SHERMAN’S article 
on SAMUEL BUTLER in a recent issue of 
The Evening Post Book Review has pro- 
voked the prompt rejoinder in several 
quarters that, while he has written an ex- 
cellent polemic against BUTLER’S person- 
ality, he has done nothing to shake the 
position of Burtzr’s work. That SAMUEL 
Butter the individual was disagreeable 
and unlovely is probably true, but a mat- 
ter of no particular interest, “ Erewhon ” 
and “ The Way of All Flesh ” have their 
own value apart from the character of 
the writer or any denigrations to which 
that character may be subjected.

the Victorian citadel from the inside;

The 
popular magazines are a useful guide to 
popular taste, and when one of them be- 
gins the publication of a serial whose 
heroine’s dominant emotion is contrition 


for a moment of moral laxity it is a sign | 


that times have changed. Recent hero- 
ines have not regarded themselves as 
justly entitled to the name until they had 
acquired a certain moral laxity, but they 
were proud of it. The Victorians told us 
that if you were virtuous you would be 
happy; if you were vicious you would 
die in poverty with the Furies of a guilty 
conscience tormenting your soul, The 
period now ending—Georgian is a name 
not altogether appropriate—struggled in 
its own way to prove that virtue and 
material prosperity had nothing to do 
with each other; that what the Victo- 
rians called sin did not necessarily mean 
temporal poverty and eternal damnation, 
nor would what the Victorians regarded 
as virtue infallibly fill the safe-deposit 
box with gilt-edged securities and deeds 
to mansions-in the skies. In short, they 


tivated for itself alone, and not for the 
gain there was in it; and such a revolt 
against the dominant instinct of mankind 
was. bound to die out soon. Indeed, it 
neyer was as general as our moralists 
feared; the most successful-of American 
magazines continued, even in the wild 
days of 1913, to preach that virtue paid 
dividends in cash, and a considerable 
block of public opinion never lost its 
simple faith in that encouraging doctrine. 
. Our age hated the Victorians as a 
child would hate a father whose generous 
indulgence in the material good things of 
life had left his offspring with a weak- 
ened constitution. The Victorians had a 
good time; even their doubts were joyful. 
They were irradiated by a firm convic- 
tion that, whatever might be the nature 
of their god or the origin of their uni- 
verse, they themselves were immutably 
and eternally right. They were so far 
from right that the nineteenth cen- 
tury left the war, and Heaven knows 
what other evils, as a legacy to the twen- 
tieth. The war would have shaken the 
complacency of any age, still more one 
which was so doubtful of everything as 
the early years of our century. But the

secure, Just as France, after the suffer- | 
'itigs Of thé Revolution, went back to the 


régime that had made the Revolution, so" 
our ‘world is turning baék to that serene 
confidence in itself which made the nine- 
teenth century so comfortable and so 
ridiculous—-apparently because the cos- 
mos is too unpleasant to be looked 
squarely in the face unless man is forti- 
fied by the consciousness of his own in- 
fallibility. Whatever be the reason, the 
fact is with us; there will in time, of 
course, be another reaction, but most of 
those who were young, or who became 
young again, in the merry years just be- 
fore 1914, will have to leave the tradition 
to their descendants. Those days are not 
likely to recur in our time. 








SIAMESED NOVELS. 


One of the unforeseen results of the 
war has been a brake upon individual 
initiative; it is harder than ever before 
for the new man to make himself known, 
for the new business to get itself estab- 
lished. ~ In proportion as the price of 
commodities has advanced, it takes more 
capital to launch a commercial under- 
taking; in proportion as the industrial 
world is in unstable equilibrium, the 
hazards of enterprise, always very great, 
are redoubled. The tendency is thus to 
give those who are already established an 
effectual monopoly. In comparison with 
problems of foreign trade and exchange, 
of Bolshevism and disarmament, this 
problem may not seem to be of the first 
magnitude; yet in the wider it is 
not unlikely to be of moment. It is dis- 
tinctively a problem of the future. Long 
after the world is appareritly wagging on 
in the old accustomed manner, it will 
probably be found that there is a scarcity 
of new blood, a paucity of new leaders. 

Already the world of writers and pub- 
lishers is feeling the blight. Before the 


war, a book that sold a thousand copies |, 


or eveh less was held to have paid for 


itself. Many works of literary or schol- }- 


arly distinction could be published for 
which a wider sale was out of the queés- 
tion. Science and letters were enriched, 
and many a new talent was helped along 
in the way to a substantial success. Fic- 
tion writers in particular often found a 
publisher who counted on the failure of 
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binding and in advertising, he would pay 
little more for the double novel than for 
a single one if issued under the 


The Author, are based upon two as- 
sumptions: (1) Most authors have griev- 
ances. and (2) most publishers have 
motor cars. Whether the Siamesed novel 
would remove the novelists’ grievances or 
redouble them is problematical ; and there 
is a similar doubt as to its effect on the 
publishers’ motor cars. 

One fact stands forth in the open. 
The present of the young novelist is not 
bright, and the future of the fictional art 
is in jeopardy. In another form and for 
different reasons, the faculties of our 
universities and our two service acad- 
emies are similarly threatened—the en- 
tire equipmient of the world in profes- 
sional talent. Long after the material 
damage of the war has been righted we 
are likely to suffer a deficiency ih the 
things of the mind and the spirit.

- RIGHTS, ‘UNDER PROHIBITION 





By WAYNE B. _ WHEELER,

‘Much is being said about individual 
and. persorial rights in discussing the 
Eighteenth Amendment. It is well to 
remember that society has Tights as well 
as individuals. Mr. Hirst:in ‘an inter- 
esting artidle in THE "Times Feb: 1 em- 
phasized individual rights. We submit 
the following to-emphasize the rights of 
society. : \ 

The Government of the United States 
was esteblished to: protect: the rights of 
the whole people, aswell as ‘those of in- 
dividuals: Sometimes individuals desire 
to: conduct themselves ‘in a manner 
which the >Government declares to be 
detrimental to the public good and the 
general welfare. Wheh. the rights of. an 
individual and of society come in con- 
flict, individual rights, unless they are 
specifically guaranteed in the Conatitu- 
tion: must give way to the larger rights 
of ‘society... 

‘The Government of the United . States 
ts :a. splendid illustration of the develop- 
ment of organized society. In the begin- 
ning a few disconnected ‘Colonies en- 


al problems ‘separately. The failure of 
this. effort is manifest to.every one who 
has studied the history of this country. 
As the failure’ became more apparent, 
sentiment grew in favor of a stronger 
union of the American Colonies for pro- 
tection against its. enemies.. Finally 
the articles of confederation were agreed 
upoh and each State was'guaranteed its 
own legislative body and-certain other, 
governmental rights.. There was no cen- 
trelized form of government to enforce 
Federal laws in the Colonies where they 
were not in sympathy with the Federal 
Government action. _This weakness was 
so troublesome that finally the Consti- 
tution of the United States was drafted 
and adopted to correct it. The tendency 
of the timés from that day: to the pres- 
ent has been toward a centralized Gov- 
ernment and: to carry out more thor- 
oughly ‘the purposes of this Federal 
Government. It is true that the powers 
of the Federal Government are delegated 
powers, and ‘Congress acts-only in har- 
mony with the powers granted. In de- 
termining, however, the: scope of the 
power, onge granted, the courts have 
constantly grown more liberal in trying 
to determine what is the purpose of the 
Gcvernment, end not lay so much em- 
phasis upon. technical construction. In 
other »words,.the court pf last resort has 
construed the Constitution of the United 
States in a;manner so ag to permit the 
people 16 Keep-step with progressing civ- 
‘ilization. 


This dees not-mean - -that the court has r 
strained the meaning of the Constitution 


beyond .a legitimate construction. This 
nation is fortunate, however, in having 
a Supreme Court that realizes.that con- 
ditions change and thé Constitution was 
framed to promote the general’ welfare’ 


selfish or locab-interest. 

There is a persistent effort being made 
to make it appear that Article 10 of the 
Federal Constitution amended all sec- 
tlons of the Constitution in such a way 
as to prevent any further change in this 
article. 

Article.10 is merely a.declaration of a 


rule by which the power belonging to the |’ 


States and the United States may be de- 
termined. ‘It was not sought: by Article 
10: to limit or modify in any way Article 
5,-with regard to amending: the Consti- | 
tution. It is simply the enunciation of a 
rule for determining whether a pow@r is 
to- be exercised by the Federal Govern- 
ment or.State Government. Article 10 
contemplates that the ‘Constitution may 
be amended and lays down the rule that 
the right to exercise any power is to be 
determined in'a certain way provided by 
the Constitution at the time it is. sought 
to determine the same. The reserved 
ypowers of the States.up until the time of 
the adoption of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment’ controlled the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors, but there is 


nothing in the:Constitution nor in the | 


history of its. adoption which indicated 
that our forefathers meant to prohibit 
the sieople from changing that Constitu- 
tion’ and teléase those ‘reserved powers 
of the State to ‘whatever extent the peo- 
Ple ‘desired. Article~ 10..simply .made 
clear the doctrine which was enunciated 
hby-Theodore Roosevelt years ago that

either the Federal or State Government 
has .the.right to actin all proper legis- 
lative matters.

-As the Supreme Court of Missis- 
sippi said some years 9go as a prophecy, 
(67 So. @51,)° in speaking for prohibi- 
tion: ‘‘‘This ultimate end is approached 
step by step, and when the preponderant 
and prevailing morality of the nation 
believes that the public’s welfare de- 
mands the final: step, the way will be 
found té accomplish the end.’’ 

‘That end was found and. the method 
for accomplishing it was written into 
the. Constitution, and is Known as _ the 
Eighteenth Amendment.

Those. who 
championed it had nothing but the logic 
of their appeal, and they told the truth 
persistently and good-naturedly until the 
truth prevailed: 


If. the. Eighteenth Amendment is” re- 
pugnant to the conscience *of the Amer- 
ican people, it will not take long to rem- 
edy the wrongful act. The only method 
provided far the - liquor interest to 
change or repeal the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment is to:elect two-thirds of Congress, 
to submit a repeal or amendment to it 
and then elect Legislatures in three- 
fourths of the States in sympathy with 
the change.,. This is’ the only manly 
American way for the liquor traffic to 
do_if they°think the people are in favor 
of re-establishing the beverage liquor 
traffic in this country.

As a matter of fact, the flaming ap- 
peals of Senators Borah and Johnson are 
absolutely false, and it is sometimes dif- 
ficult to believe that fhey are sincere. 
Any one who has read the covenant 
knows that the government of the 
League is committed primarily into the 
hands of a small executive y of nine 

* members called the Council. Assisting” 
the Council in'a more or less advisory 
canacity is a much larger body called 
the Assemb!y, but the actual adminis- 
tration is in ‘the hands of this small 
committee of nine. On this committee, 
.or Council, are the representatives of 
the five allied and associated powers 
and of four smaller powers. Under the 
covenant, the United States will always 
be a member of the Council. Under the 

« covenant, too, the decisions of the Coun- 
cil have to be unanimous in all matters 
that relate‘to peace or war or the meth- 
ods by which the judgment of the world 
is put into effect, The United States 
has an absolute veto power ev any move 
er motion it does not like. At any time 
it can stop anything that it does not 
agree with. Serator Johnson talks 
about our being under compulsion to 
send over the boys to die on the battic- 
‘fields of Europe. This compulsion ex- 
ists only in Senator Johnson’s mind. The 
vote of the American member on the 
Council against sending United States 
troops overseas or anywhere else would, 
under Axticle V. of the cévenant, abso- 
- lately defeat it. We can exercise a com- 
plete contro! not only over er policies 


of the League, but over the methods. by 
which those policies are put into effect. 

‘Legitimate criticism can be directed 
against the League of Nations, not be- 
cause it is a super-state, for it is not, 
but because in order to preserve the 
sovereignty of its constituent nrembers, 
it had to be weakened almost to the point 
of impotence. It was a choice between 
a sacrifice of national sovereignty and 
a sacrifice of power, and the framers of 
the covenant chose the latter. If the 
League breaks down it will not be be- 
cause it is a super-state, but because, in 
trying to avoid being a_super-state, it 
decentralized its authority beyond the 
possibility of positive action and control: 

Another misconception lies in the be- 
lief, widely held, that the League of itself 
has the power to limit national arma- 
ments and that by subscribing to the 
covenant America thereby agrees to ac- 
cept ‘such limitations of armament as-the 
members of the League may jointly pre- 
scribe. If this were the case, neither 
France nor England would adhere to the 
covenant, because just at present France 
is as jealous of the power of her army 
as England is of her navy. Some of the 


‘strongest supporters of the League with 


whom I talked in England were so-called 
“ big navy men "’—men who believed that 
England’s large navy. was the salvation 
of the world. If these men thought for 
one minute that any outside authority 
was going to have the power to limit the 
size of that navy without England’s con- 
sent or against England's wishes, instead 
of being supporters of the League they 
would be its strongest and bitterest en- 
emies, Article VIII. of the covenant 
specifically lays down the principle that 
the Council of the League shall formu- 
late plans for the reduction of arma- 
ments and shall then put them wp for 
consideration and action to the several 
member Governments. America- is not 
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bound to accept these recommendations 
of the Council as to the size of its army 
and navy uhless it so chooses. Such 
recommendations do not come into force 
until our own national authorities—pre- 
sumably Congress—approve and adopt 
them. We are amply protected from any 
possible attempt to shear us of the power 
of defense. 

Another misconception is the so-called 
six-to-one voting proposition. I+ is widely 
heralded in America, and it seems to be 
widely believed, that Great Britain has 
six votes in the League, while we have 
only one. Of all the mi der 
this seems to be the most flagrant, ot 
cause it is so obviously based on ignor- 
ance of the covenant. It is perhaps su- 
perfluous to say that the votes of Eng- 
land’s dominions are not in the Council, 
but in the Assembly, which, as I have 
just pointed out, is a sort of advisory 
body to the Council. President Wilson 
called it a debating society. The theory 





of the Assembly is that inasmuch as it fs ° 


representative of all the States members 


of the League, it can serve, through §its - 


meetings and discussions, ‘to centre pub- 
lic attention on matters which command 
a worldwide interest. But the decisions 
of the Assembly under Article V. of the 


covenant have to be unanimous, just as 


they have to be in the Council, and the 
United States can at, any time block any- 
thing with which she disagrees. Assum- 


‘ing that Great Britain and the dominions 


wanted to carry through some pernicious 
scheme, there would be two insuperable 
obstacles to its accomplishment; in the 
first place, the Council and not the As- 
sembly is the only instrument of the 
League for positive action, and in the 
Council the British Empire has but one 
vote. In the second place, the veto power 
of the United States in the Assembly 
could effectively thwart any undesirable 
proposition brought up in that body, 


As a matter of fact, however, the 
United States controls just as many votes 
in the Assembly as. Great Britain does, 
and this is a point which creates the sus- 
picion in English and French minds alike 
that we are not sincere in our protesta- 
tions. Cuba, Haiti, Nicaragua, Liberia, 
and Panama are members of the As- 
sembly, and it is well and widely known 
that if we so desired we could control the 


+ votes of these countries far mure effec- 


tively than Great Britain could control 
the votes of her dominions. Any one wha 
lived through the Paris conference knows 
the growing independence of the British 
dominions, and I am very confident that 
‘we shall often find Great Britain and her 
five daughter States by no means agreed 
in their votes in the Assembly. © 

One of the tragedies of this whole busi- 
ness as far as America is concerned is the 
rapid loss of prestige which we have suf- 
fered abroad. I was in Europe on various 
official errands in 1918 and 1919. I waa 
in Paris in the early days of America’s 
entrance into the war, when America 
typified all that was self-sacrificing and 
generous. I was in Paris during the peace 
negotiations, when America was looked 
upon as the hope of the World. It is all 
gone now. The delays and debates in the 
Senate and our own misconceptions and 
suspicions have lost us everything that 
we gained. “The last in and the first 
out,” is the popular saying about us now 
in France, and instead of a position of 
commanding moral leadership in finding 
a path through the world’s chaos we are 
distrusted for what seems our moral 
cowardice and yet feared because of our 
material power. We started something 
that we did not carry through; the 
idealism of 1917 is dead in 1920, and 
Europe is numbed and aghast at the 
transformation. We can perhaps regain 
in part what has been lost. But are we 
going to do it?

From 
the beginning a smal! number-of promi- 
nent men vainly urged that the United 
States ought to go to war to aid in 
protecting anglo-Saxondom, or in order 
to carry out-an international guarantee 
of the neutrality of Belgium. No head- 
way was made toward taking the field 
to put an end to German atrocities in the 
field of war. It is very doubtful whether 
even the impending collapse of the West- 
ern allies: would have brought in the

United States, but for the personal ex- 
perience of German methods of sea war- 
fare and German official behavior inside 
the United States: The statesmen who 
‘roused the people of the United States 
to war were neither their own President 
nor the leaders of the opposing party; 
they were Admiral von Tirpitz and Am- 
bassador von Bernstorff. 

Those influences have ceased and still 
we are at war. Nominally with Germany 
and Austria, through a preposterous 
snarling of the processes of Government 
by which the treaty is not made effective. 
War in the main field has ended. but eco- 
nomic war still goes on, to our own detri- 
ment as well as to that of the European 
peoples. We cannot seem to shake our-

The Turks are still harrying Christians 
in the Asiatic dominions and demanding 
of mankind to Jeave them Constantinople, 
because they are such-perfect gentlemen.

The present net result of the war, how- 
ever, is that four Eurepean powers— 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Greece 
—have a foothold in Egypt, Asia Minor, 
Syria, and” Mesopotamia, which they will 
never give up except by force or the 
pressure of world public opinion. Turkey 
is practically destroyed already, has lost 
Arabia, lost the Tigres and Euphrates 
Valley, lost the Holy Land; now it asks 
to be allowed to hold a strip of Europe 
and to complete the extinction of the 
Armenians. There is war if the Turks 
are allowed again to pull the wool over 
the eyes of Europe; and it will take 
something like war to make them desist. 

Over other parts of Asia floats a war 
cloud. :The so-called Treaty of Peate has 
not made the Chinese and the Japanese 
friends, and it has probably encouraged 


the people of India to demand a new: 


status and new privileges. Siberia is 
both Asiatic and European, and a danger- 
ous and incalculable element toward both 
countries. ss 

As for Russia, who shall venture to 
understand or predict, except that one 
hundred million people speak Russian, 
have Russian traditions, and think Rus- 
sian; that they occupy’a country as capa- 
ble of self-supply of everything needed 
in peace or war as the United States of 
America; that they have a strong sense 
of their significance in the world and un- 
doubtedly the same intention and expec- 
tation of some day hewing their way 
down the Bosporus and Dardanelles to 
the open sea. ne 

We Americans hold the indefinite im- 
pression that Europe-and Asia are ex- 
hausted; that nobody can afford to go 
to war. Quite the contrary. Notwith- 
standing the losses of tens of millions of 
men, the flower of their age,’ their

Countries which depend 
on food from outside are for the time 
being handicapped, but Russia. and 
Poland, India, China, and Japan can feed 
themselves and their armies. ‘Navies are 
of slow growth, yet it is doubtful whether 
any heayy ironclad war fleet will ever 
again put to sea in face of the dangers 
from beneath and above, and from the 
new shells which threaten to pierce any 
defensive armor. 

Future wars are going to be fought, 
like the last stages of the present war, 
by troops lying in trenches and aided 
and protected by airships. Supremacy in 
the air means victory.- Airships in an 
inventive and mechanical nation aré-com- 
paratively-easy to build in great num- 
bers and require a slender force to man 
them. - This throws a great advantage on 
the side of the most highly educated 
nations.. .No more wars can be won by 
immense forceg of reckless, mounted 
horsemen. Bg@t you must never forget 
that the Tul§s were once the best artil- 
lerists of Europe. Chemists and engine 
builders can be acquired. If the East 
Indians and the Chinese begin building 
airships, who can stay them? 

Can the world finance more wars? Not 
by borrowing from other countries, as 
Russia did from France, and France 
from-the United States; we must re- 
member, -however, that a country which 
has: coal, iron, timber, chemicals, raw 
materials, and plenty. of men can keep 
an army in the field by starving or 
semi-starving the civil population. There 
is no physical reason why, in five or 
ten years, the great struggle may not be 
renewed. 53 

Suppose Europe and Asia broke loose 
again, Will that disturb us? Can we not 
keep on reading. the Farewell Address 
under our own vines and fig trees? Cer- 
tainly we can, unless certain possible dif- 
ficulties come in., It-is conceivable that 
troubles might arise over the presence 
in the United States of hundreds of thou- 
sands of citizens: of! countries that had 
gone to war elsewhere. It might chance 
that. rival powers would try to draw mu- 
aitions from the United States, and, if 
one gained control of the sea against the 
other, our neutrality would be assailed. 

It might even happen that American 
ships and property and citizens would be

The*temper of 
the world is bellicose, Whether for goo: 
or for évil, the United States declines 
to take the commanding position of lead- 
er and arbiter inthe world’s affairs, 
which the Western powers desired and 
the ‘other allies were- ready to accept. 
So far the United States has held aloof 
from the League of Nations, the only 
formal .agency for preserving peace by 
preventing at least some wars. We can- 
not protect ourselves by George Wash- 
ington’s maxim except by following 
George Washington's principle of devel- 
oping new policies te meet new dangers. 

If the world is still in danger; if the 
United States will not join in a concerted 
effort to combine the peace-loving and 
peace-preserving forces of the world for 
the common benefit of mankind, there is 
only one other thing which a self-re- 
specting nation can do. That is, to get 
ready; not Wy a standing army, but by a 
system of giving young men as they 
come along a year's military training 
which will compel them to learn the first 
principles of health and sanitation, which 
will develop future officers. Alongside 
it must go the most careful technical 
preparation of essential military mate- 
rial, particularly for air warfare. 

Let us never again be caught as we. 
were in 1917,’a nation of one hundred 
millions without a single practicable mod- 
ern war plane, without 2 fleet of destroy- 
ers, without available submarines, with- 
out a trench bomb or a field telephone 
system or wireless equipment, without a 
single battery of. great field guns, with- 
out an officer trained in modern trench 
warfaré. We-have once escaped the 
danger -of being caught unawares by an 
invading enemy. As sensible, practical, 
self-governing men and women, let us at 
least make that form of self-destruction

Food, shelter, and wearing apparel are

To be content he needs but little here be- 
low—especially below the knees. Bare 
feet or rags or sandals. For food, a 
handful .of dates. For shelter, a palm 
tree’s shade. But this is the unambitious 
Arab, the Arab of the interior. 

There.are others nowadays who are 
not. go lazy—merchants who have learned 
the way of trade and commerce, and who 
want substantial food, a whitewashed 
house, and elegant burnouses to: wear. 
They are the- ones you. will find at 
Maison Carree on market day. Many 
have become rich since the war. Gov- 
ernment allowances to the families of 
native soldiers have brought in ap income 
that the household never of be- 
fore. Others. have sold vegetables and 
wool at advantageous prices during the 
last three or four years. Arab fortunes 
have been made. 

In their colonization of Northern Af- 
rica the French have accomplished an 
exceedingly . difficult task in making 
many an Arab give up his vagabond 
ways and go to work for a living.

In the tent-lined street of bazaars a 
constant procession moves up and down, 
but they are all men. Like the other by- 
ways of the ubiquitous ‘market, it is 
strangely devoid of. women, except for 
the local French housewives marketing 
against the coming of mealtime.’ Thou-

woman. The veiled woman of Araby is 
still restricted in her scope of operations. 
Moreover, on the Mohammedan Sabbath, 
the veiled women will be found at the 
cemeteries, eating cakes and gossiping

At the gateway ta the cattle market 
the beggars sit in the dirt supplicating 
alms in the name of Allah.

All around, on every side, are flocks 
of sheep, awkward lambs, lazy | bulls, 
bawling cows, and strolling Arabs in 
every kind of turban.

“ What was I saying ?—Oh, yes, I was 
telling you about that dress I’m think- 
ing about getting this afternoon. What 
do you think about navy blue tricolette? 


Don’t you think navy blue is flattering ~ 


to the figure? Yes, with cream net col- 
‘ Jars and cuffs. Ibo you remember tha: 
blue crépe de chine I had last year with 
the cream vest?—Well—” 
. I handed the receiver back to the blonde 
operator of the upper B way apart- 
ment house. For a “consideration” I 
had been allowed to “listen in.” The 
blonde operator straightened the metal 
band upon her perpetual wave, and ad- 
justed the powder on her nose.

“No, ma’am, they don’t attend: to their 
calls in ‘no closet. We don’t have no 
booth. Jes’ the regular hall and connec- 
tions on every flo’. Yessum, I’se worked 
in boarding houses now for "bout twenty 
years, preferring them because of com- 
pany, and [ ain’t never yet found one 
where there weren’t one of them tele- 
phoning ladies. Yessum, it’s\in the morn- 
ing they mostly telephones, before they 
puts on all their clo’s, between breakfast, 
which is 35 cents extra now if served 
in room, the elevator being broke, and 
dressing again to go out. ’Pears like they 
can talk so much freer and easier in a 
kimono ard nothing lacing . them up 
tight.

Yessum, I tries sometimes, and it don’t 
pay you for the trouble, cause they’s 
always saying the same thing, no matter 
what boarding house I’se working in, nor 
what year itis. You know—all about new 
clo’s aid the show, and about how tired 
they gits about what they has to eat, and 
there ain’t no variety in desserts.” 

Ah, well! As the boarding houses be- 
come apartment hotele, the telephone 
registers much “unnecessary conversa- 
tion” on the growing price of things; 
the telephoners become younger. “ Most 
intimate friends” tell each other the

from 12 to 2 lovers hold down the wire 
for eons of time per call.

Art at Totes and’ Abroad 


“The Coral Book,” by Helen M. Turner, 
ANUARY and February are the 
great months of an art season, and 
this year is no exception. Exhibi- 

tions open by the. dozens, and so 


many delightful and interesting things 
are to be seen that it is difficult to find 
time for a tenth part of the number. 
Last week the range was even.more than 
usually -wide. At the Ferargil Galleries 
ure pictures by William -L. Carrigan, an 
uttist whose work is seldom seen, except 
im seattered examples. His big can- 
vases are somewhat dry in handling, 
and give the impression of a closely 
woven linen fabrie. His small things, 
especially his water colors, are loose and 
broad in treatment and large in. feeling. 
His’ drawings” are vast. Ona few 
square inches of paper he has made a 
drawing which he calls “ Mountains -at 
Le Lauteret.”. The forms swim *y. air 
and are created by. tones that-fiow into 
une another with a beautiful gase and 
precision, Perhaps. Mr. Carrigan could 
not have made.this masterpiece—for it 
‘is one—if he had-not prepared for it by

Max Kuehne, at the Kingoré Galleries, 
shows strength of method and surety of 
purpose. His landscapes and sea pictures 
are positive and determined to the point 
of stubbornness. They could not. possibly 
be changed, and this not. so much. be- 
cause the painter has been clever enough 
to omit. everything-.but the most sig- 
nificant. elements. of ‘his composition— 
this he has not done—but because he has 
expressed in every line and mass and 
patch of coler a conviction that.goes to 
the roots of: his-being. His pictures ‘are 
the man, in truth. They are not as con- 
spicuous for gracious as for steadfast 
qualities. 5 

In “The Broken Ledge” the title réle 
is ‘played by the shelf-like rocks of the 
Maine coast, which have broken in a curve 
as of a scimitar; but the part played by 
the waves of the sea is more interesting 
and demands greater skill. ‘The. move- 
ment of the water, with its contradictory 
attacks and reprisals as it nears the 
shore, is truly and boldly seen, truly and 
boldly stated, ;

obviously psychological for the natural- 
ness of the modeling.: The figures are. 
‘expressed with all the force of an irre- 
sistible technique. The great planes, the 
vigorous muscular structurp, the move- 
ment and resistance, all that conveys to 
the mind the sense of inextinguishable 
life controlling the physica} envelope is 
told in a vital and classic idiom. In that 
way'the Greeks might have spoken. But 
they would not have permitted oppesing 
ideas in One work... The mannered heads 
that should be, and are not, the crowning 
splender of the two figures have but a 
feeble message, and one that denies the 
energy of the other forms. Mr. Lachaise 
is ridden by the modern demon of symbol. 
It forces him to explain and criticise at 
the moment when all his strength should 
go to simple statement. -

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Fifty Years of College Girls 


Hunter College, From the Quaint and Demure “Model of 
1870” to the Class “of 1920

WO photographs of smiling groups 
T of girls stand side by side on the 
. desk of Dr. George Samler Davis, 
President of Hunter College, capstone 
of New York City’s educational pyramid 
~ on the distaff side. One group‘ bears 
- the legend “Class of 1920.” But the 
other is smiling at Dr. Davis through 
the Winters and Summers of fifty years. 
It is a gathering of the first class to be 
graduated from the college. 
_ What queer clothes! Tight bodices— 
seeming to be tight in the wrong 
places—bulging skirts—and very. long 
ones—amusingly dignified little side 
curls, sleeves that come below the wrist, 
“the neat parasols that some are sport- 
ing—these need not to be labeled “ model 
of 1870.” But if one looks closely at the 
eighteen-year-old young thing at the end 
of the first row—why, she might be a 
member of the Ciass of 1920 on mas- 
querade. : 

Pretty girls have always gone to 
Hunter College. Hf these two photo- 
graphs are not enough proof, Dr. Davis 
‘will soon have forty-eight more to com- 
plete the evidence. For he plans, when 


to disguise and: conceal all feminine 
charms. At that time the girls at gradua- 
tion were usually only 17 or 18 years old, 
but they might have been their own 
grandmothers so far as theit gowns were 
concerned. Only their faces emerged trix 
umphantly girlish in spite of innumerable 


strange curls and fantastic hair arrange-_ 


ments. To the eye at least they were 
very dignified. and demure little misses. 
A member of the first graduating class 
says that cofitemporary propriety was 


outraged if a young lady lifted her feet_ 


from the floor when she was seated. 

. “And thé same principle applied to 
our walking, our dancing, and our cales- 
thenics,” she continues. “ We were queer 
enough in our dress, but when we walked 
or danced we were positively feayful to 
behold. The slightest display of an-arm 
or an ankle was punished most severely, 
aud a girl was made to feel that she was 
in immediate danger of becoming a 
brazen creature. And as for iegs—why, 
my dear, we never possessed them! But 
today! ”

reunion of all girls from first and to 
last,. who have attended the institution 
since it was founded. 

This display of class pictures will be 
ohe of the features of a Hunter’ College 
. exhibit, in connection with the four-day 

. elebration arranged to mark the passing 

of the half-century mark in the institu- 
_ tion’s history. They’ll all be there, hoop- 

. Skirts and bustles, leg o’mutton sleeves, 

hair in bangs or standing proudly pompa- 
_ doured with the secret aid of the “ rat,” 

pinch waists and basques, floor-sweeping 

trains, or severely straight skirts that 

meet the ground all ‘round; the shirt- 

waist girl, the tailored-suit girl—all: of 

them down through the years to the time 

when ‘the cap and gown came along to 
- hide the foibles of the passing mode. 

Serious-minded persons, looking at the 
array covering fifty. years of girlish- 
ness, may see reflected in the pictures 
the history of the progress of New York 
women since Hunter College was found- 
ed. The ups and downs of the early fight 
for the education of women is illustrated 

“jin the history of the college. 

It was a period of innocence, as periods 
go, when Hunter was founded. On Feb. 
14, 1870, when the college first opened 
its doors as Normal College, there were 

’ no Follies—as such. There were fo— 
well, Broadway was just a street in those 


- days. The social centre of New York lay | 


in the district about Washington Square 


and Fourteenth Street, and in Broadway, 


f near by, there were brick residences sur- 
"founded by private yards. The Academy 
of Music was a notable place, where: 


Colonel Mapleson was giving what he. 
- ‘and the citizens of that time were pleased. 


to call grand opera. A glance at the 
Photographs of the class of 1870 reflects 
“this environment: 

‘heir dreoes were apparent designed 


seriously as did their masculine elders 
there would. today be no women watchers 
at the polls. Even in those days the 
“female sex” was given to upflarings 
of spirit which shocked the conservative 
opinion of the period. In all New York 
up to 1870 there was not a single daily 
high school for women, and only a few 
supplemental classes above the graded 
schools in some of the public school 
buildings. 

Fortunately for the future of Hunter 
College there were in the city persons 
whose thoughts and ideals ran ahead of 
the prevalent opinion. One of them was 


- @ young Irishman with all the wit and 


daring of his race, Thomas Hunter, who 
had entered the public schoo’s of: New 
York as a teacher of drawing in the 
early~fifties at the princely salary of 
$600 a year. Hunter was-a believer in 
the higher education of women and par- 
ticularly in need for more education 
for the young women who desired to 
teach in the public schools. ‘Two other 
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such persons were William Wood, banker, 
a Scot, and member-of the Board of Edu- 
cation; and Isaac Bell, also a member of 
the Board of-Education. At a-dinner in 
Bell’s home the three made their plans, 
and in 1869 procured the passage by the 
Board of Education of a resolution 
authorizing the establispment of a school 
for “females.” Instantly there was op- 
position, as critics saw the whole ‘“ female 
sex” headed straight for perdition. But 
Hunter and Wood and Bell faced the op- 
position; and Wood, who was fond of 
Scripture, quoted publicly and often from 
Isaiah: “ The wilderness and the solitary 
places shall be glad for them, and the 
desert shall rejoice and blossom as the 
rose.” 

Wood declared then and there that his 
“ roses,” as he termed the future students 
of the institution, should always have the 
best that education could give to them. 
And he was loyal to them and their cause 
throughout his lifetime. ° 

For the new institution the third-floor 
of the building at the southeast corner 
of Broadway and Fourth Street was 
leased. Normal.College opened its doors 
Feb. 14, 1870, a day which Wood pro- 
claimed the most auspicious of the series 
since St. Valentine made it his own. 

In the single large room on the third 
floor, divided into classrooms with sliding

glass doorg and hangings, we can imag- 
ine these young women moving demurely 
about their business, well chaperoned by 
the “lady Superintendent,” Miss Lydia F. 
Wadleigh, whose name is preserved in the 
present ‘Wadleigh High School. Well- 
shrouded and protected, the young wo- 
men began their new careers in a build- 
ing whose first floor was oceupied. by a 
carriage salesroom, and whose fourth 
floor was the armory of the 7ist Regi- 


ment. They do say the young men of 


the regiment found it necessary to visit 
their armory at hours of the day not 
prescribed in drill regulations, A single 
stairway led to both Normal College and 
to the armory, it-seems. The girls were 
strictly forbidden by the lady Superin- 
‘tendent to use the stairway any more 
than was absolutely necessary. But it 
was frequently necessary, so the college 
legend runs.” 

It is also on- record that the young 
ladies i 4

school, and were. annoyed by culinary 
odors from a restaurant in the immediate 
vicinity. 

From the start Normal College, under 
the Presidency of Thomas Hunter, was 
successful, and soon a newer dress free- 
dom, as mirrored in the old photographs, 
was to come. Hunter and Wood and 
Bell obtained the present site of Hunter 
College from the city, together with 
$350,000 for a building, which he was 
forced to design himself after the archi- 
tects of the day had wasted $2,000 in the 
preparation of inadequate plans. 

In the Summer of 1871 work was be- 
gun upon the new building and site, and 
the cornerstone was laid Mareh 19, 1872. 
The new college, the present red brick 
structure of Gothic aspiration, was 

pened to studefits in September, 1873. 
When the college began at Broadway 
and and Fourth Street there were 1,088 
students, and there was a similar num- 
ber in 1873. 

The site of the college in 1873 was re- 
mote. It stood alone, except for a col- 
lection of shanties which seemed toe house 
goats and children principally Trans- 
portation was difficult. The students 
traveled to the college in the horse- 
drawn Third Avenue cars, in the lines of 
stages through Central Park, and upon 
the trains of the New York Ccntral, 





which made special stops near the col- _ 
lege. 

In some respects the institution es- 
caped from being a mere town college 
and got a touch of the countyy—and with 
it came greater freedom in dress. One 
could not skate on the flooded fields in 
the costumes of 1870 worn downtown, 
and so saner ideals of dress prevailed. __ 

Thomas Hunter was keeping the in- 
stitution well ahead of the times. Grad- 
ua’ly he added, year after year, to the 
courses, until there were both high school 
and a college course. This policy has 
been continued by the present President, 
Dr. Davis, who, in 1909, was able to 
complete the work and give to the col- 
nats a = r-year collegiate course,

(Do not douche the nasal cavity, but-lightly spray the entrance to the nasal cavity with the 
salt solution properly. warmed, in an atomizer, then gently blow cach nostril separately while 
closing the other one.) Never compress both nostrils at once when blowing, as is commonly 
done, as this may cause infection of the middle ear. 


Avdid patent remedies and strong drugs. Take medicine only under orders of the doctor. 
A simple household remedy useful in carly stages of colds is a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of 
soda dissolved in water, every 2 or 3 -hours. 


At first signs of severe cold, take a hot foot bath, a hot lemonade, a brisk purge, go to 
‘bed and send for a physician. Do not make up your ‘mind that you have influenza until he 
tells you so, then oe orders. Keep out of crowds, if possible. Catch youg sneeze in a 
handkerchief if you must sneeze. Avoid the sneezer.

ST now the resurrection man is un- 
usually active in the world of letters; 
and no dead and gone author can rest 
in peace, assured that the literary 

sins of his youth will be allowed to remain 

in the tomb of the back number. Imma- 
ture tales, critical essays of juvenile un- 

certainty, lyrics of his most -patently imi- 

tative years, things that he had gladly 


- geen sink beneath the dark wave of ob- 


livion—these are all fished up and dried 
out and proffered for sale in volume after 
volume. No author is now, allowed to 
select those of his writings by which he 
wishes. to be judged. We have had two or 
three collections of the essays which Low- 
ell had refused to include jn the edition 
that he wished to have considered com- 
plete; and we have also had two or three 
volumes of the short stories that» Henry 
James had discarded from his compléte 
edition. Every scrap that Stevenson ever 
penned, prose or verse, has been hunted 
out and put on the market. The end of 
this harvest from the necropolis of letters 


. is not yet in sight; and the latest victim 


of this unfortunate practice is-Oscar Wilde. 

It was in 1882 that Oscar Wilde canie to 
the United States as the wandering apostle 
of aestheticism, to prepare the way and to 
provide the American public with the 
mecessary knowledge of his gospel to 
enable us to appreciate the fatuity of 
Bunthorne in ‘ Patience’’—which the 
same astute manager was about to ex- 
ploit> And it was in 1892 that he pro- 
duced the brilliant and solidly constructed 
and widely successful comedy ‘*‘ Lady Win- 
dermere’s Fan,'’ which firmly established 
his position among the contemporary play- 
wrights of our language. The ten years 
which intervened between his visit to us 
and‘his first profitable play were ten years 
filled with hard work in many different 
fields. He might still walk down Picta- 
dilly, with a poppy or a lily, but none the 
less was he leading the laborious life of the 
man of letters who is forced ‘to make his 
living by all sorts of hack-work. He lec- 
tured occasionally; he edited the Woman’s 
World (more or less a magazine of fash- 
fons); he wrote poems; he composed fairy 
tales; he essayed himself in fietion; he 
contributed to the magazines, and he did 
not a little miscellaneous book-reviewing,

does not enlarge our knowledge of the 
writer. or cast any new light upon the 
character of the man. , We were already 
aware that Oscar Wilde had had the solid 
training in the classics which Oxford be- 
stows on her favored sons, and we have 
no cause to be surprised that he was a 
competent taster of William Morris's met- 
rical translation of the ‘‘ Odyssey.’’ We 
already knew that Oscar Wilde was well 
read in modern French literature, and we 
would expect him to deal adequately with 
** Béranger in England,’’ with ‘* Balzac in 
English,’’ and with Caro’s brief mono- 
graph.on George-Sand. With his con- 
stant interest in the theatre, it was natural 
enough that he should gossip entertain- 
ingly about ‘‘Shakespeare on Scenery,’’ 
about *‘ Henry IV.,’’ when it was acted 
by the \undérgraduates of Oxford, and 





about Ristori’s reminiscences of her ca- 


reer on the stage ii Italy and in France. 
With his own verses in -mind, we need 
not wonder that he could pay due tribute 
to Henley’s ‘‘ Poems *’ and to the third 
series of Swinburne’s ‘* Poems and Bal- 
lads,’’ or even that he might be moved to 
discuss ‘‘ The Gospel According to Walt 
Whitman.’’ 

What we are justified in noting with sur- 
prise is that these casual contributions 
to dailies and weeklies and monthlies are 
as colorless as they are, as devoid of the 
flavor of his personality, as free from his 
customary affectation. Most of them must 
have been anonymous, but even in those 
which were warranted by his signature 
he refrained from scattering his artificial 
** epigrams ’’ and his cautiously elaborated 
coruscations. It is true that we can find 
here and there facile flippancies, apt al- 
terations, and adroit antitheses, inexpen- 
sive devices to attain verbal glitter. In an 
article on**‘ Dinners and Dishes ’"’ (p. 8) 
he asks: ‘‘ Who, in these degenerate days, 
would hesitate between an ode and an 
omelet, a sonnet and a salmis?’’ He de- 
clares (p. 20) that a ‘‘ Handbook to Mar-

R. WOODBURY has written a most 
astonishing book; and I, as a lay- 
man, am wondering to whom it is 
addressed. The intelligent pub-

The book is at once a textbook and no text- 

book. Mr. Woodbury starts a hundred

POT a first novel, but the first ene 
to be published in this country of 
the novels of an English writet who 
has a considerable list of volumes 

to her credit. “‘‘ The Rolling Stone’ ts a 
minute and interesting study of character. 
It rélates the history of Harry King, aé- 
venturous, with infinite curiosity and a 
love of change, which kept him roaming 
pbout from place to place, never satisfied, 
always anxious for something new and dif- 
ferent. Of plot the book has practically 
mone, and while Harry King’s character is 
studied and analyzed with the utmost care, 
it is a character which is really static; 
there is little alteration in it and little de- 
velopment. The boy of 6, which is Harry’s 
@ge when we are introduced to him, chal- 

lenging ‘‘ Bogey"’ and stealing pennies 
from his sister's money box, is in almost 
if not quite every way the same as the man 
whom we leave when he is about 36. For 
though it is plainly hinted that ‘‘ The Roll- 
ing Stone” is soon to marry, settle down, 
and “* raise a family,’’ and though he him- 
Belf expresses his desire for ‘‘a home,’’ 
the reader has no belief in the continuance 
of his liking for the home, once he has got 
it, any more than in his fidelity to the 
‘woman who is evidently to become his 
wife. : 

Harry is a real person, and, in fact, the 
author shows an unusual gift for endow- 
ing her characters with life. Harry's hard- 
working, conscientious father,“a man of a 
great deal of integrity and not a very great 
deal of intelligence, bewildered at his dis- 
covery that life does not work out accord- 
ing to copy book maxims, and that the 
goodness he has striven so assiduously to 
maintain does not procure him the respect 
and confidence of his children, is a genuine 
and a pathetic figure. Mrs. King, the hard 
and materialistic mother, from whom Har- 
ry inherited his fondness for change, 
though in her the tendency had been stern- 
ly repressed, is a flesh-and-blood creature, 
and flesh and blood, too, are the numerous 
brothers and sisters, commonplace, aspir- 
ing, yet in their very aspirations common- 
place and middle-class people, every one of 
them. It is this type.of respectable small- 
town English folk which Mrs. Dawson- 
Scott seems best to understand, for when 
fin the New Zealand episode, which comes 
toward the close of the novel, she endeavors 
to depict persons of another kind, strug- 
giing through a half-hidden tragedy, she'is 
far less successful. It is Harry, however, 
who is the central, all-important character 
in the book; Harry, who, as a small boy, 
discovered that: *‘ You don’t do without: 
you helped yourself to what you wanted, 
but you did it carefully, very, very care- 
fully,” since wrong consisted not in doing 
‘a thing, but in being found out. From the 
first he played a lone hand, completely 
sdif-centred and self-absorbed, save when 
some definite appeal was made to him by: 
one obviously weaker than himself. Living 
intensely and entirely in the moment, im- 
aginative, a trifle histrionic, and quite 
amazingly self-confident, he is an interest- 
ing but not an especially attractive hero. 

The author. has made the very unusual 
mistake of dwelling too long on the inci- 
dents and details of her hero’s childhood. 
Entertaining at first, the boy Harry be- 
comés a bit of a bore before his school- 
days come to an abrupt end. However, his 
later adventures, if necessarily somewhat 
episodic, do not lack variety. He has made 
friends with an old prizefighter, learned to 
fox quite extraordinarily well, and present- 
ly startles his father by the announcement 

t he wishes to adopt old Mountain’s pro- 
easion as his. It is the one for which he 
is by temperament and physique perfectly 
itted, but his family raise many objections 

his becoming a professional pugilist—ob- 
jections with which the reader will proba- 
bly sympathize, though the author evi- 
dently does not. Harry yields to his fa- 
ther’s persuasions and agrees to become an 
engineer, hoping after a while to enter the 
Mavy. He goes to India and to Egypt, to 
South Africa, where he serves during the 
Boer War, and to New Zealand, returning 
home at last after a ten years’ absenice, 
almost penniless, but absotutely confident 
of his ability ‘‘ to make things hum,’’ and 
even to buy the manor house should he 
chance to feel so inclined. Meanwhile he 
‘has had several love affairs, being 4 hot- 
blooded youth, and though when he left 
home he was engaged to a pretty, rather 
colorless and insignificant little girl; an old 


playmate whom he eventually lost through 


the distressing outcome of an infidelity 
which he explains as the result of curiosity 
and a desire for something *‘ different.’’ 
The novel is admirably written in a clear, 
effective style, and the microscopically 
studied character of Harry ig often ad- 
mirably handied, There ai\, asaents dur- 
ing his travels when one feels that Mrs. 
Dawson-Scott is writing with difficulty 
about something with which she lacks per- 
fect familiarity, and this part of the book 
has a certain almost unavoidable jerki- 
meas, but there is genuine dramatic pewer 


in the scene where Harry is examined for 
the navy, and the novel containg many 
clever touches, showing insight and an ap- 
preciation of human vagaries. Moreover, 
it possesses that illusive, unanalyzable 
quality we call distinction.

appetite of the great American 
| public for Wild West fiction would 
seem to be practically insatiable, to 
judge by the number of such tales which 
come in a torrent from the press. For 
some time Zane Grey has been an earnest 
and devoted purveyor of this especial 
brand of refreshment, and his productions 
are, to speak truth, somewhat better than 
those of many of his rivals. They are, 
to begin with, less obviously machine made 
than the usual ‘‘ Wild and Woolly West *’ 
story, and they make the reader believe 
in the author’s own love of the wilds and 
in ‘his knowledge of the country and of 
the life which he describes. 

The scene of his latest novel, ‘‘ The Man 
of the Forest,’ is laid in Arizona, partly 
on a huge ranch, paitly in the magnifi- 

cent ‘‘ senaca’’ where Milt Dale, ‘* the 
man of the forest,’’ and of course the hero 
of the book, lived alone, a. wonderful re- 
'gion of hills and ‘dales and rocks and 
woodland, ‘‘ isolated on all sides by the 
Southern Arizona desert—the virgin home 
of elk and deer and bear and lion, of wolf 
and fox, and the birthland, as well as the 
hiding place, of the fierce Apache,’’ still 
something of a menace at the rather in- 
definite period to which the tale belongs.

SK the average reader what he knows 
about South American literature. 
The chances are that he will tell 
-you he knows nothing about it and 
that, as a matter of fact, he always ‘sup- 
* poséd South America had no literature of 
its own. . Then, reversing the question, ask 
-the average South American what he knows 
about the literature of the United States 
and hewill give you much the same answer, 
* except that he will probably supplement his 
astgnished negative with the explanatory 
comment that he supposed the Yankees 
were much too busy making money to 
bother their heads with the creation of a 
literature of their own. In other words, if 
our ignorance of literary South America is 
abysmal it is no more so than the South 
American's ignorance of our achievements 
in Miterature. Differenceg in language and 
geographical remoteness account for much 
of this mutual failure on the part of the 
two Americas to recognize what éach has 
done in the world of letters. A touch of 
racial prejudice, also, may contribute to 
the keeping up of this somewhat ludicrous 
lack of knowledge. To many of us South 
America is still ‘‘ the land where the nuts 
come from,’’ the quarrelsome republics 
where revolutions are started and run to 
their bloodless, opera bouffe climax almost 
over night. But, of course, this is not the 
real South America any more than a night-

MARCOSSON commuted across 
the ocean each year regularly dur- 
ing the war, and writes of condi- 
tions which he has observed at 

first hand among belligerents and neutrals 
alike. Moreover, he is a skillful writer as 
well as close observer, and it is no hard- 
ship to follow him in his travels and ob- 
gervations. It is difficult not to agree with 
his conclusions that we have all the advan- 
tages in the race between nations to divide 
Germany's derelict five billions of foreign 
trade, and yet that we have been left at 
the post at the start. Mr. Marcosson’s ac- 
count of Engiland’s get-away recalls the 
manner in which Moltke started the war 
against France in 1870. On that day in 


November last which ended Germany's. 


@ream of domination, Sir Joseph Maclay 
took a typewritten wheet from a pigeon- 
tole in his desk, pressed a button, and the 
eables began to flash orders to the remotest 
@mds of the empire’’ * * * “* they di- 
fected ships in Autiralian ports to load 
with mutton and metals instead of troops; 
they instructed vessels at East Indian docks 
to take aboard rice and rubber in place of 
coolies; they commanded transports tied 
up at Canadian wharves to substitute 
cargoes of wheat for fresh drafts of men.”’ 
Engiand had a Reconstruction Committee; 
and that was the result of its studies in 
commercial strategy. England leads the 
world in trade as Germany led it in the 
business of war, and we are laggards in 
leadership in both trade and war despite 
our bulk and wealth: We lack both cour- 
age and experience, and are divided both 
as to what should be done and how to do it, 
In addition to its trade knowledge, England 
fm the war learned the art of quantity pro- 
duction which had been our specialty, and 
we shall find our own batteries turned 
against us in the struggle to provide the 
world’s wants. Shops which have learned 
how to multiply their output twenty-fold 
will market their product through the Fed- 
eration of British Industries, a‘ co-opera- 
tive organization of 16,000 concerns with 
an aggtegate capital of twenty billions 
and our Government is now prosecuting 
eur little steel trust.as a combination of 
threatening proportions. It must be ad- 
miltted that England has made a better re- 
covery than we frdni the consternation inte 
which the first billion-dollar trust threw 
both sides of the ocean. On the day the 
armistice was signed 91 per cent. of Brit- 
ish imports was for war uses. The nation’s 
job now is said to be to reverse those fig- 
ures into 91 per cent. for civil uses, and to 
bring them so far as possible from re- 
sources within the empire. The cloud on 
the British horizon is the unrest of labor 
due to the confusion of turning soldiers 
back into workmen. But that drawback is 
common. to all belligerents. 

France, too, has been reborn. England? 
made war from the French Channel ports. 
When we entered the war we had no choice 
but: to take over the southern and unde- 
veloped ports, and therefore our lines of 
communication ran from the Mediterranean 
to Alsace. Our army was scattered. over 
half of France, and the doughboys ‘“ gal- 


vanized "’ them. The word is that of M.- 


Clementel, the Minister of Commerce, who 
further said: ‘‘ Their vast enterprises have 

filled us with admiration. A port, which, in_} 
ordinary times, would have required “ax | 
years to build, was finished by them in six 
months. A cold storage plant, generally re- 
quiring several years, was constructed in @ 
few weeks. It was precisély the same with 


treachery in trade. France was flooded 
with German goods, and on the southern 


‘half of our continent German commercial 


travelers were propagandists, who threat- 
ened us politically as well as commercially. 

In another generation Germany would 
have dominated the world commercially 
and without fair ground of objection if her 
competition had been fair. But Germahy 
traded as she fought, and the danger is 
that she will trade in the same way. In all 
markets where small American tools have 
been foremost we may find their duplicates 
** made in Germany ** under American pat- 
ents by Goyernment license. Typewriters, 
cash registers, adding machines, automo- 
bile starters are examples of Yankee no- 
tions which Germany will supply. German 
workmen are industrious, patient, obedient 
beyond other nations’ workers. They are 
backed by their Government, which itself 
takes a financial interest in their output. 
They are backed by their banks in a man- 
ner which scandalizes old-fashioned bank- 
ers, for German trade banking is in a class 
by itself. As Engiand leads the world in 
commercial banking, so Germany leads the 
world in combining the profits of trade 
promotion and. trade accommodation, 
knowing how to finance itself with the 
credit of other countries by’ a revolving 
fund of long and shioft credits. Jn much 
of this there is'something to emulate rath- 
er than to résent,. but there is ample 
ground to take*caré that the old German 
methods of trade.treachery shall not be 
continued. The complaint is not of the 
weight of her competition, but of its qual- 
ity. There must be an end of commercial 
Junkerism, and then the question of com- 
mercial domination can be left to the sur- 
vival of the fittest. The Allies fought fair- 
ly even when Germany hit below the belt, 
and Germany succumbed. Frightfulners 
shall not prevail any more in commerce be- 
tween nations than in war. That Germany 
is able to bear her punishment and thrive 
as well as survive it is Mr. Marcosson's 
conviction, with reasons given. 

A like hopeful view"is given regarding 
the “ new Italy," and there aré separate 
chapters regarding the several neutral na- 
tions. Their difficult position during the 
war is made clear in a- manner to which 
exception cannot be taken by ourselves, too 
long neutral for-our best credit, and with 
less excuse than they. An interesting feat- 
ure of the book is the intimate pen por- 
traits of the new captains of industry, with 
whom our own must keep step if we are 
to have our share of world trade. We must 
either expand of centract our trade. We 
cannot consume what we have put our- 
selves in position to’ produce. But if we 
do not export. our’ excess production we 
shall oversupply our own market, and we 
shall pass from a deficiency of consumable 
goods to an excess. More than other na- 
tions wé have alternated between eras of 
soup kitchens and bread lines and eras of 
soaring. cost of liying, and found them 
about equally little to our liking. That is 
because we have confined ourselves to do- 
mestic trade above other leading commer- 
cial nations for lack of sucha balance

HIS compact account of the partici- 
pation of the United States in the 
World War should have a peculiar 
interest for American readers, be- 

cause it tells the story of what we did 
from the point of view of military men of 
another nation. We have had already 
many books dealing with the part we 
played in the war, either comprehensfvely 
or im specialized activities or phases, but 
they have all been written by Americans 
and therefore have lacked that perspective 
poasible to the spectator belonging to an- 
other country. Critics of almost every- 
thing this country did for the prosecution 
of the war were many cnd severe through- 
out its course and their voices are still to 
be heard in ‘the land. It seems to be quite 
probable, indeed, that there are many 
good and patriotic people in this country 
who, even yet, are convinced that the 
Government of this nation muddled and 
blundered through most of its war activi- 
ties, did nothing efficiently, and produced 
no resuits except at enormously ‘swoilen 
and disproportionate costs. All such peo- 
ple can now see ourselves at war as others 
saw us and review our martial activities 
in the light of the cool, clear military 
judgment of men whose alien nationality 
frees them from all suspicion of any sort 
of prejudice or partisan feeling. It should 
be added also that all such people, what- 
ér other books they read about the war, 
not miss.this one. It will have a 
wholesome effect upon thair patriotism. 

Of the two authors, both of them French 

. staff officers, one accompanied the French 
High Commission to this country and 
spent considerable time here during the 
earlier months of our participation in the 
war, while the other saw much service as 
a Haison officer with the American forces. 
The work was originally written in French 
and is so highly regarded by the French 
Government that its use has been ordered 
for supplementary reading in the public 

~ schools. The authors have themselves 
translated it into English for American 
publication. 

The work is remarkably comprehensive, 
and in its 400 pages embraces a rapid but 
complete survey of American preparation 
for war, the transport of men and sup- 
plies across the ocean, the training of 
the troops in France, the organization and 
work of the services of supply, construc- 
tion- work in France, the part taken by 
different units of the A. E. F.. with the 
allied armies, the organization of: the 
American forces into their own armies and 
the part they thus played in battle. Some 
of the distinctive qualities of the French 


genius for expression are evident in the | 


clarity, the logical arrangement, the pre- 
cision with which the narrative is pre- 
sented. The military training of the au- 
thors is apparent, also, in the careful- 
ness and exactness of statement and the 
restrained style, which says everything 
that needs to be said without a superfluous 
word. In this respect it offers a welcome 
contrast to some of the American books 
about the war, with their sloppy style, 
superfinous verbiage, and overdone emo- 
tionalism. 5 

These two French comrades in arms are 
generous in their praise of the mighty tasks 
the nation undertook and of the speed and 
success with which they were carried 
through, as they are also in recognition of 
the soldierly qualities of the American 
forces and of their achievements on the 
field of battle. But the} do not ignore or 
minimize the significance of any shortcom- 
ing or lack in’ equipment, training, or 
other military necessity. But, instead of 
hauling out such an instance with tri- 
umphant accusation as proof of govern- 
mental incapacity and blundering, after the 
manner.of American critics, these authors 
state facts, point out the reasons for the 
condition and survey the consequences and 
the efforts made to overcome the handicap. 
For instance, the condition with regard to 
herses, which throughout our military 
activity were insufficient in number and of 
poor quality, is:mentioned several times 
and its handicap upon our forces described. 
But the explanation is made that the con- 
dition resulted from the requests of the 
French and British authorities in the 
Spring of 1918 that the transport of in- 
fantry be rushed at the expense of all other 
forms of service. The result ofthis policy, 
followed at the urgent request of the allied 
Governments, is thus described im an 
analytical and descriptive chapter on

Noteworthy throughout the book are the 
understanding of American character and 
the appreciation of how it has been formed 
and colored by the history and conditions 
of the country. Especially notable are 
these qualities in the opening chapter in 
which the authors pass in rapid survey 
the influences which have formed Ameri- 
can character, the proof it has given” in 
the past of its martial possibilities, the 
events which gradually roused the nation 
to anger and brought it whole-heartedly 
into the World War and the immediate 
proofs of its purpose that it began to give. 
Not a few Americans of long residence 
along thé Atlantic seaboard might read 
this chapter with benefit to their knowl- 
edge of their own country. ‘ 

In addition to its admirable analyses and 
descriptions of military preparations and 
activities in France, there is a chapter on 
the work of the several benevolent: asso- 
ciations that operated in France, @eserib- 
ing briefly the purposes 4nd achievements 
of each of them. The remarkablesorgan- 
ization of the services of the reais de- 
scribed with some detail and that 
same gift for logical analysis and clear 
and forceful presentation which chiracter- 
izes the entire work. Equally lamifous 
and impressive is the account of«the or- 
ganization of the main services of the ex- 
peditionary forces—artillery, engifieér, air, 
‘medical, quartermaster, ordnance, chem- 
ical, Judge-Advocate, and others, while to 
the general reader the account of the es- 
tablishment of schools for military train- 
ing in all manner of specialties, which 
fills a dozén pages, will be a revelation of 
the complicated and highly technical char- 
acter of modern warfare. Perhaps he will 
get from it also a better realization of 
the nature of the. job that was tackled by 
the officers of our army in France. And 
that indeed is what most readers will get 
from this whole volume. For, written by 
men of military training from the military 
viewpoint for civilian readers and dealing 
only with facts, it interprets as no other 
war béok has done the military problems 
that had to be met and solved and the 
difficulties that had to be overcome. 

There are many intimate glimpses of 


_General Pershing—and also of many other 


officers—showing him im the manifold 
phases and duties of his position as Com- 
mander in Chief, and in every one of them 
his fellow citizens can take pride. Note- 
worthy is the way these glimpses bring out 
General Pershing’s constant attitude, from 
the beginning of the training of -his troops, 
upon preparation for trench and for open 
warfare and his insistence upon the mini- 
mizing of thé former in favor of the latter. 
In the concluding chapter there is a brief 
survey of the reciprocal influences the men 
and the officers of the French and the 
American armies.meay have upon one an-

I told him that I'd held four 
kings before, but this was the first 
time that I'd ever acted as the royal 
joker. Well, he laughed and laughed.

I felt kind of sorry for him. 

Mrs. Cody’s narrative is somewhatdiffuse 
and rambling; she tells, - however, the story 
of Buffalo Bill as she remembers him from 
the time when, mistaking him for another 
young man, she slapped his face, down to 
the day he was buried on top of Mount 
Lookout *‘ right over Denver * * * where 
below can be seen the stretches of the 
plains of Kansas and Nebraska, the hilis 
of Colorado and the hummocks of Wyo- 
ming,’’ while his rideriess white horse 
walked beside the flag-draped casket and 
tolling bells and scurrying messenger boys 
brought condolences even from Kings and 
Presidents. 

What an eventful life filled the inter- 
vening years! He was Private William 
Frederick Cody on the first occasion. He 
was ‘‘ Buffalo Bill,"* 71, and famous 
throughout the world when he passed 
away.

RTHUR HORNBLOW, editor of The 
Theatre ‘Magazine for nearly a score 
of years, has turned out the first

age, you hear the ‘very same sigh, ¢x- 
haled then in memory of the days that 
must have been gtill palinter. There were 
these backward regrets” expressed with 
some emotion in the day of Garrick and 
Sheridan and Mrs. Siddons. And if you 
will look into the chronicles of the period 
of which Mr. Hornblow ‘writes most rey- 
erently, you will find George Henry Lewes 
not only lamenting the decline of the the- 
atre, but lamenting it in almost the very 
language which Mr. Hornblow employs a 
half century later. This decline of the 
theatre is a bit like the retreat of the 
Germans on the Western front in the head- 
lines of some of the newspapers printed 
here in 1914. By a careful compilation of 
the Allied advances scored each day by 
the hopeful headline writers, it could be 
shown that the Crown Prince’s Army was 
rapidly withdrawing to the vicinity of 
Viadivostok. Se by a careful record of 
the decline of the theatre that has ap- 
parently been in progreés since the first 
performance of ‘* Hamlet,"* you can easily 
see that the poor old institution must have 
fallen into the abyss long since. 

Mr. Hornblow's melancholy is made pos- 
sible by his cheerful disassociation from 
the modern point of view. That viewpoint 
was most tersely expressed by Miss Horni- 
man when she said the other day that 
the motto of her famous.Gaiety in Man- 
chester had always been: ‘‘ The dramatist 
is top-hole in this theatre.” It is the 
viewpoint of one who feels that the actors, 
decorators, musicians and ‘other artists of 
the theatre are people engaged to interpret 
and express a playwright's thought, not 


that the playwright is some one engaged 


te give an actor a speech and an occasion. 
Ours is essentially the age of the dramat- 
ists.

is at the threshold of adolescence. By 

a rather ingenious technical device, the re- 
vetse of the movie ‘‘ flash-back,’’ the man 
that Jehn Gombarov becomes, is made to 
comment on the experiences of the boy: 
We.see the later-Gombarov, a disillisioned 
journalist, chatting with a Scotch acquaint- 
ance in a London restaurant, and to him he 
narrates in part his early life. ‘Part of the 
story is told by the novelist in the custom- 
ary manner, part by the older hero.in con- 
versations. with Dougias. . Thésé cynical, 


incisive talks of the elder Gombarov illumi-- 


nate and focus the story, they make us 
see the boy's early years as it were by 
flashes of lighting. So poignant and pitiful 
and scarred are these early cxperiénces of. 
the. boy Gombarov that it is only ‘by 
achieving a scarcely rifted impersonality 
that the older’man is able to speak of them 
at all. He speaks, as it were, from behind 
a mask, the mask which life has taught 
him to wear. To himself as a boy he refers 
in the third person. , 

It is the poetry in this novel that makes 
its starkness endurable. Behind the weiter

novelist.has tried to do in this book, and 
he has done it with distinguished success. 
‘« The Mask *’ is a sort of psychic Bertillon 
of its dual hero, the elder and the younger 
Gombarov, of the splendidly drawn step-~ 
father, of even the people who pass and 
repass before the boy selling newspapers 
on the Philadelphia streets. It is a first 
novel, and would seem to indicate an 
enviable future for its author. “ 


OSCAR MON’ MONTAGUE

HEN a physician turns novelist we 
are inclined to expect that his 
. writings will reflect the insight 
into the well springs of human action that 
the practice of his profession gives him. 
There is a discussion in Dr, George Lin- 
coln ‘Walten’s novel, ** Oscar’ Montague— 
Paranoiac,’’ of a problem of medical juris- 
prudence—the question as to the responsi- 
bility of the paranoiac who commits mur- 
der and as to how the State shall dispose 
of him after he has committed the. crime— 
but it throws no light on the psychology 
of the abnormal that cannot be gained 
from the daily newspapers ‘after every sen- 
sational murder trial-in which the ‘plea of 
insanity has been the defense. 

** Oscar, Montague—Paranoiac "’ relates 
the. history of a family mentally defective 
through lack of emotional discipline. Ger- 
rold* Montague, the libertine father, tries 
to have his wife committed to an insane 
asylum so he can gain control of her 
money. The only trouble with the mother 
is. that she is a chronic worrier given to 


a victim to persecutory delusions and fool- 
ish training in boyhood, murders the man 
he imagines to be at the head of a’ con- 
spiraty, against him. Helen Montague, 
Oscar’s sister, is the only one of the fam- 
ily who puts herself throtgh a course in 
self-discipline that = its reward of 
emotional poise. 

When the father is "\itlea by an auto- 
mobile and suspicion falls: upon Helen's 
fiancé; the girl ‘‘ cleverly "’ catches. the 
real culprit by. solving a painfully obvious 
detective’ problem. 

Amateurish is the only adjective to de- 
‘scribe “adequately this novel, with its 
wooden puppets in place of characters and 
‘its obviously mechanical situations. The 
author’s habit of dragging reople and 
events into his. story with na better reason 
than the apparent one of making easier his 
narrative éxposition is trying to the read- 
er’s indulgence. For example,.on page 284, 

a character never before mentioned is in- 
poster into the. story. to clear up a mis- 
understanding between Helen and her 
lover. And our breath is taken away in a 
startling manner when we learn on page 
164 that a war has been going on ever 
sirice the book started.. Several pages fur- 
ther on we read that, *‘ Another season 
passed by. In Gue time Fred went to 
~ Plattsburg.”’ Patriotic readers’ sympathy 
will not go out quickly to a fiction hero 
with such a casual manner of letting a 
season stip by while his country is at war. 
And when, oh’ when, will authors display 
some glimmer of @rizinality in effecting 
the first. meetings of their lovers? Will 
nothing but autornobile aecidents, run- 
aways, lost ‘pocketbooks, and sprained 
ankles serve to introduce them to each 
other? .And does Dr. Walton's regard for 
the tender feelings of his readers lead him 
to the length of sentencing the arch vil- 
lain. of: bis story to only one year’s {m- 
prisonment for manslaughter? 

The book’s two redeeming features are 
the occasional flashes. of whimsical humor 
the author displays, and the disarmingly 
nafve mannct in which he pokes fun at his 
own inexperience as a novelist. :

‘ELECTION of-the four States— 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi, and’ Louisiana—for the 

/ ninth article in a series con- 

cerning various parts of the United 
States. was more or less compelled by 
present difficulties and uncertainties 
of travel and by such trivial necessi- 


ties as picking a route on which there 


was some chance of finding hotels with 
.rooms left for one or more comers 
and. sleeping cars: without all their 
uppers and lowers sold out a long way. 
in advance. But there was-luck as 
well‘as convenience in the routing. 


The luck began thousands of years 
ago. in some geological period when 
-the coast of the Gulf of Mexico was 
much further north than it is now and 
when the four States, with some ad- 
jacent regions, were under . water. 
The MiSsissippi brought soil from the 
_ north and filled in. the Gulf,-then it |’ 
brought more soil for the further 
bhilding up of the new territory, and 
because of the nature of that soil in 
the Delta and valleys of the Missis- 
sippi arid its tributaries, the inhabi- 
tants call their four States the Alluvial 
Empire, to the fertile cut-over lands 
of. which they invite the nest. of. the 
United States to come and share ‘the 
prosperity of raising wonderful crops 
-on the richest of soils. ’ 


At first I. dreaded to look at the 
map of the Alluvial Empire, which any 
Chamber of Commérce in the valley 
is glad to show you, for fear I would 
find that it included Alabama or some 
other' region I have not. yet been able 
to get to. But the fear was groundless 
and the selection of Arkansas, Ten- 
nesseé, Mississippi; and. Louisiana as 
a logical group ‘was justified: The only 
defect ‘is that the shaded section of the 
map ‘showing the empire does not in- 
clude a very small nick in the south- 
east corner of Missouri and another in 
the southwest corner of Kentucky, 

. The four States have many things 
in common besides thé fertility of the 
soil in. their river valleys, ‘They: also 
have -their differences’ in résources 
ahd in their ways of tréating their 

Arkansas and Oil Hopes. 


Lotisiana is the: aly Gee NP 
“which up to the present moment has 
“a get-rich-quick asset in the shape of 

oil, One of the proud boasts of Ar- 
kansas is that she has the only dia- 
mond fields and pearl fisheries in the 
United States. But she is eagerly 
digging holes in the search for oil and 
would ‘gladly swap all her gems and 
precious stones sight unseen for -al- 
most any oil well that Louisiana might 
have to offer. So far the-holes dug in 
Arkansas have proved dry, but there 
are too.many millions of dollars com- 
ing out of the wellsin nearby States 
on her side of the Mississippi River for 
her to cease hoping. 

“There: is the. Homer field’ in 
Louisiana right across our line,”’ said 
a Little Rock optimist. ‘* The Homer 
welis:are producing 40,000. barrels a 
day. Who. knows but what the Homer 
wal’ in Louisiana is only a seépage 
pool. and that, eventually we will find 
the real mother pool right here in Ar- 
kansas? Nobody can tell.’*. Then the 
conversation drifted to the diamonds in

Mississippi is also digging dry holes, 
hoping to find oil which: has not yet 
come. In-the meantime she has just 
enacted. a.law imposifig a tax of 2 
cents on every. gallon of gasoline sold 
in the State. ‘This is expected.to yield 
enough to. pay interest: and provide a 
sinking fund for a $25,000,000 bond 
issue for a new road system, which, 
next to education, is the thing the 
State most néeds. The plan calls for 
five) hard roads running north and 
south the length of the State and six- 
teeh transverse roads running east and 
west between the Mississippi River 
and the Alabama line. Evéry county 
will be ‘benefited by’ these main State 
highways, and also each county is ex- 
pected to build one or more commuhity 
roads to’ connect every part “of it with 
the main lines.

Realty Bills Approved. 

Among the bills passed upon last 
week by the Legislature and Taxation 
Committee of the Real Hstate Board are 
the following, the action taken by the 
committee be'ng indicated after each: 

Senate Int. 208, Pr. 211, Dunnigan.— 
To amend the Greater New York Char- 
ter in relation to sales of tax liens. 

“This bill jauthorizes the Controller 
under special circumstances to postpone 
the sale of tax Hens. for forty-eight 
months instead of thirty-six. months: 
In many cases such a postponement is 
in the interest of the city and ‘the own- 
ers of the property. It is a permissive 
‘measure and is approved.’’ 

Asesembly Int. 331, Pr. 343, Simpson.— 
To amend the Greater New York Char- 
ter in relation “to the annual city bud- 
get. 

“ This bill would amend the Greater 
New York Charter in regard to the city 
budget, and is designed to make hear- 
ings on the city budget public and to 
make the tentative printed budget clear- 
er to the average taxpayer. Such a pro- 
cedure would make for intelligent: study 
of the city budget, and should help to- 
“ward economy. The bill is a wood one 
and is approved."

Valuable Papers. 





SEVEN STORIES ARE BUILT 





Known as the Document Warehouse, 
It-ls an Architectural Adornment 
to the Neighborhood. 





A building. designed for purposes de- 
cidedly different than anything hitherto 
planned in this city is now nearing com- 
pletion in the lower Broad Street dis- 
trict, adjacent to the big financia] and 
shipping interests. It is known as the 
Document Warehouse,.and sever of its 
eight stories will be exclusively devoted 
to the! storing. of documents and papers 
which are of the. utmost value to the 
large downtown business firms. Owing 
to the unprecedented demand‘for office 
space many.of the financial and insur- 
ance companies, in addition to other. in- 
terests, have’ been obliged to curtail the 
room formerly given to the filing of 
valuable papers. The need fora well 
appointed fireproof structure adapted to 
document storing. has. been recognized 
for some time. While portions of other 
buildings have been. used for such pur- 
poses, the present structure is unique in 
that it has been planned especially for 
this purpose and every effort has been 
made for the ufmost convenience. 

The building 1s being erected by. the 
Terminal Warehouse Company at 17 
South William. Street. The document 
warehouse covers a plot of approximate- 
ly eighty. feet at 25.to 31 South William 
Street, running through the block to $7 
to 43 Stone Street, ‘where the frontage is 
a trifle more than: eighty-four feet, and 
having an average depth of eighty feet. 
Adjoining on the west.is the eight-story 
Curtis Building.’ Two old’ structures in- 
tervene tothe Broad Street front, which 
is occupied by the attractive seven-story 
Cable Building, completed last year by 
thé Mexican Telegraph Company for its 
use and subsidiary companies operating 
between this country and Central and 
South’ America, 

The document warehouse, designed’ by 
James W. O’Connor, forms another ele- 
ment of architectural beauty, to the im- 
mediate neighborhood of which other 
recent examples are the Cable Building 
just mentioned and the Futness.House, 


| Just. to the west at Whitehall and ‘Peart 


Streets. Another is the New. Western 
Union Cable , Building, gomelp- 
tion, at 40 Broad Street, a short 
tance to the north. The document ware- 
house has a pleasing facade of red -rick 
with limestone trim on the ground floor. 
The row. of arched windows on’ this 
floor, which is repeated on ‘the top story, 
is suggestive of the Italian Renaissafice 
style, used so much’ in the palaces and 
imposing buildings of that périod.” , 
The Terminal Warehouse Com y will 
occupy all of the ground floor for its of- 
fices.. The remaining seven Pnai will 
be used for storage purposes. Instead of 
cutting up the floors for different ten- 
ants, it is the intention of the owners to 
rent a single floor to one’ tenant, and 
most of them have been taken. - ‘There 
will be about 6,500 square feét on 4 fldor. 
The documents will be stored on racks, 
similar to those used in libraries, and 


while the tenants will supply their own 


racks, they will be required to conform 
to fireproof corditions, With a. height 
av mg ten feet to a flour, there will 
be space sufficient for 3% miles of steel 
racks. 

Arrangement has beén made so that 
certain space may be set aside for con- 
sulting or Hbrary rooms, where repre- 


sentatives of the firm may use the pa-

This building and. the. Mexican Cabic 
structure have done much to give 2 
new character’ to thé lower part of 
South William Stréet; which- tn early 
Dutch and Knickerbocker days was. pop- 
ularly known as Mill Lane, Dirty Lane 
and sometimes as Muddy Street. This 
is. in marked contrast to its neighbor, 
Stone Street, so d becatise it 
was the first street in Dutch days to 
be paved with stone. The property oc- 
cupied by the document warehouse, 
which replaced four archaic. structures, 
was the site of some prominent homes 
of influential: Dutch citizens prior , to 
the capture of the town by the English 
in 1664, and on the Broad and Stone 
Street corner was the*celebrated great 
stone brew house put up by Jacob Wol- 
ferken Van Couwenhoven in 1657. The 
bullder was one of the Burghers of the 
New Amsterdam, but owing to unfortu- 
nate ‘real estate speculations, showing 
that such things could occur then as 
occasionally today, he lost his property, 
but the big: brew house stood as an im- 

ttant landmark of lower Broad Street 
for many years. :

operations are contemplated in the neg 
future, and, with the surety of prompt 
deliveries of material and a reasonable 
willingness on the part of the workers 
to .stick on .the job, the business area 


from about Thirty-fourth Street to. the |: 


Fifties is certain to become one of the 
‘liveliest sections of the city in building 
activity. 

Chiefly noticeable in the ‘visible im- 
provements within the Forty-second 
Street district from Madison Avenue to 
Broadway are the completion of the 
mammoth office building on the site of 
the old Racquet Club, in Forty-third 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Ave- 
nues; the transformation of the Sherry 
building for the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, at Fifth Avenue and Forty-fourth 
Street, including the -new  structrre 
added to it.on the avenue, in the middle 
of the block; the completion of the 
twelve-story structure at Sixth Avenue 
and Forty-first Street, adjoining the 
Dime Savings Bank; the big Wurlitzer 
building, ‘in Forty-second and Forty- 
first Streets, between Broadway and 
Sixth Avenue, which will be ready for 
use early in the Summer; the interesting 
Civic Forum, in Forty-third Street, be- 
tween Broadway and Sixth Avenue, 


Bishop Burch a few weeks ago, and the 
new theatre on the south side of the 
same street, opposite The New York 
Times Annex, just west of Broadway, 
which would have been nearly finished 
by this time had it not been for the 
long-sustained bricklayers’ strike. On 
the southwest corner of Seventh Avenue 
and Thirty-ninth Street is the tall addi- 
tion to the Pictorial Review building, 
virtually completed. 

On Madison Avenue, at the southwest 
corner of Forty-sixth Street, is the fif- 
teen-story _ Merlin-Rockwell building;

an investment of more than $8,500,000. 
In addition to these, several minor oper- 
ations are under way and others will be 
started in the Spring. 


Office Space in Demand. 


The demand for office space in this 
locality is so much greater than the 
supply that those structures ready for 
use by May or June will see every 
square foot rented cs soon as word goes 
forth that tenants*may move in.. Simi- 
lar conditions will be experienced by 
those buildings ready fiext Fall... A 
striking object lesson of this demand 
was revealed in the office of Marcus 
Loew last. week .in the. fact that more 
than seventy-five applications had been 
received for spacé inthe building at 
Broadway and Forty-fifth Street, and 
this despite the fact that the old houses 
are still in the wreckers’ hands and the 
new operation will not be ready before 
October. 

Practically $6 a square foot will be 


paid, a nigh ‘rate for upper floor space} 


in any building within the Forty-second 
Street area, but it bears out the state- 
ment made last week by James T. Lee, 
President of the company which erected 
the National Association Building on 
the Racquet Club site, who said that he 
expected to see before the close of the 
year-a general rental value of $6 a 
square foot for the best office struc- 
tures in that locality. ‘That building, 
which is the largest of the new opera- 


tions to be ready this Spring, is being- 


rented for from $3.50 to $5 a square foot 
and it is now 90 per cent. leased, which 
means practically everything except the 
ground floor, which, although many of- 
fers have been made jfor cértain por- 
tions, is being réserved for one or more 
large concerns. 

The National Association Building is 
the largest structure in the city com- 
pleted under the new building restric- 
tien law. 
feet at 21 to 81 West Forty-third Street, 
opposite the Aeolian. Building, it runs 
up to a’ clear height of twelve stories 
on that street, while on Forty-fourth 
Street, where the frontage at 26 and 28 
is fifty feet, the height is eleven stories 
from the street. At those points the 
setbacks begin, of which thertare four, 
the total height being twenty stories.

Sixteen-Story Office Building and Theatre Being Erected at Northeast Corner of Broadway and Forty-fifth 
Street by the Marcus Loew Interests at Cost of $2,500,000. Thomas W. Lamb, Architect. ‘ 





Square zone is the combined theatre\and 
office building on which work hes just 
ing completion on a fifty-foot frontage 
started at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Forty-fifth Street. The 
structures are being erected by the 
Marcus Loew Realty Corporation, which 
purchased the property last August. It 
was one of the noteworthy realty deals 
of the season, the greater part of the 
property being acquired from the 
Thomas B. Hidden estate, It includes 
a frontage of 120 feet on Broadway, 186 
feet on Forty-fifth Street, and 103 feet 
on Forty-sixth Street, a short distance 
from the.corner. The Forty-fifth Street 
plottage extends to the Lyceum The- 
atre, 

To clear the site fifteen old structures 
are being torn down. Nine are on For- 
ty-fifth Street, all old residences except 
the former Arcadia Hotel, an eight- 
story building immediately adjoining 
the Lyceum Theatre. Five old houses 
covered the Forty-sixth Street frontage, 
being 156 to 164, and at 1,542 Broad- 
way, about in the middle of the block, 
was a large remodeled structure front- 
ing forty-five feet, which in the palmy 
-days of Longacre Square was a pop- 
ular stable. Qne of the ancient red 
brick houses on Forty-fifth Street, set 
back from the street, was the early 
home of the actress Annie O’Neill, who 
played leading parts with the elder Sal- 
vini and later became the wife of the 
late Henry D. Miner. 4 

The upper floors of the old houses on 
the corner of Broadway and Forty-fifth 
Street have been famous in theatrical 
circles for more ‘than a decade as the 
Bartholdi Inn, started by Mme. Bar- 
tholdi in 1899 and recently conducted by 
her daughter ‘‘ Polly,’’ one of the kind- 
lfest friends who ever crossed the -path 
of scores of famous moving-picture act- 
ors and actresses. Charley Chaplin lived 
for a time at the Bartholdif and other 
patrons who contributed to its gayety 
and fame’ were Pearl White, Mack Sen- 
nett, Conway Tearle, Dorothy Dalton, 
D. W. Griffith, Eva Tanguay, Tom Lee, 
and Fred Santley. There were about one 
hundred rooms, and the inn was always 
filled, the old patrons attesting to their 
allegiance to the place by occupying 
every room on the last night that the 
inn: was habitable. Before noon last 
Monday the housewreckers began their 
task of demolition.

the office building presents an attract-

It will occtpy all of the Broadway front, 
with a depth “of sixty feet.on Forty-fifth 
Street, immediately opposite the New 
York Theatre. In the centre of the 
Broadway frontage will be the main en- 
trance to the theatre, the latter occupy- 
ing all of the large space in the rear, 
fronting 126 feet on Forty-fifth Street 
and extending to within thirty feet of 
the Forty-sixth Street plotage. The 
front there will be improved with a 
four-story office structure. 

The theatre will be devoted to moving 
pictures, and, when finished, will be the 
thirty-seventh house controlled by the 
Marcus Loew interests in New York 
City. It will accommodate 3,800. per- 
sons. There willsbe one gallery. The 
theatre proper will rise to a Weight of 
six stories, and the sixth story of the 
office building will be extended over the 
theatre, and all of this extensive floor 
will be used’as the main executive of- 
fices of the Marcus Loew concern. On 
the Broadway front will be from six 
to eight stories, which will be arranged 
according to the neéds. of. the tenants, 
and there will be séveral smaller stores 
on Forty-fifth Streét. The theatre wih 
be the second largest in Manhattan, only 
being exceeded in capacity by the new 
Capitol, on Broadway and Fifty-first 
Street. The Loew’s Metropolitan Thea- 
tre in Brooklyn, finished’ more than a 
year ago, seats 4,200 persons. 

The sixteen-story office structure will 
be known as the Loew Building, .while 
the ‘‘movie ’’ house will be known as the 
State Theatre. Arrangements are being 
made to accelerate the construction by 
working a full twenty-four hour day, 
using three labor shifts, as it is hoped to 
have the operation completed by next 
Fall. - The Broadway structure will be 
a noteworthy addition to the Broadway 
blocks immediately north of Forty-sec- 
ond Street, which have witnessed a 
number of high-class improvements cone 
tributing to its. business prosperity and 
architectural beauty: within ‘the fast half- 
dozen years. - ’

fiftech-story Wurlitzer Building is near- 
at 116 to 120 West Forty-second Street 
and extending through the block with an 
eighty-five-foot frontage on Forty-first 
Street, ne&r the Sixth Avenue corner. 
The property was leased a’ short time 
ago on a long term from the Langdon 
estate, and the cost of the improvement 
is estimated at more than $2,000,000.

‘* Labor has increased 100 per cent. The 
cost of electric wiring has increased 186 
per cent., glass and glazing 200 per 
cent., hardware 212 per cent., heating 
265 per cent., painting 165 per cent; 
plumbing fixtures 208 per cént.; steel 
fabrications 325 per cépt.;. janitor’s 
wages 65 per cént., coal 95° per cent., 
even the cost of mops for dleaningcall 
has increased 360 per cent. 

**To attempt, therefore, to help the 
tenant. by introducing bills. creating rent

high rates of rent» is a very ordinary 
return on the capital invested, - . 

“In addition to the very high cost of 
everything that enters into building, 
there are the inefficiency of labor and 
the uncertainty of the labor situation. 

“One large contracting concern” has 
five great apartment houses that have 
already . been two, years in building. 
Strike after strike, delay in obtaining 
material, have retarded progress and 
added to the cost of building. 

“All that the Legislature can do to 
help the housing situation is to make 
mortgage money eéasier to obtain and 
to make the building laws a Wetle tess 
stringent, so that old buildings. can be 
altered to meet modern conditions. 

**It may be said to urge building that 
there will be no-decrease in the cost of 
buildings for several years to ceme, but 
experience has shown that after the ‘in- 
flation which inevitably comes following 
@ great war, there has always been:a 
period of deflation when prices of ma- 
terial and. labor decrease as rapidly as 
they formerly increased. 

“This is a fact that stares everybody 
in the face and hinders building. There 
is also the fact, more noticeable. in 
Burope than here, that it ts difficult to 
get men back to hard work after a great 
war. It will be several years before labor 
will be as. efficient as it was in 1914."’ 


BUILDING IN CANADA. 


Quadruplex Bungalows to Meet the 
Housing Demand. 


An experiment in connection with re- 
lieving the house scarcity in Canada is 
to be tried out in Ontario’ by the ‘erec- 
tion of what js known asthe quadru- 

plex bungalow. According to a report 
received from Consul. Felix 8, 8. Jahn- 
gon: of Kingston, Ontario, permission 
was obtained to establish & group of 
thirteén of these structures, comprising 
fifty dwellings, to be operated on a 
rental basis under. the control of a co’ 
pany. The dwelings would be dis- 
tributed six on a side, with one at the 
horth ‘end.. The last would comprise / 
only two dwellings, the rémainder four 
‘each. 

Advices from all parts of Canada in- 
dicate great building activity... Archi- 
t are said to be‘busy with plans, 
and a feature ‘of the work they: have on 
hand, is the large number of the better 
class of dwelling houses.. Many of the 
homes that are planned -are of a type 
that will cost from $4,000 to $7,000, The 
construction of these will not be in the 
cities alone.. Housing commissioners-all 
over Canada are busy with plans, and 
the expenditure in sight from this source 
alone will run into several millions. 
While these houses are not of the 
higher-priced kind, they will, {n the 
great majority of cases, call for sub- 
stantial construction, and many €¢x- 
cellent opportunities will be afforded 
American hardware manufacturers to 
supply various lines.
